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HILL'S TIRED COMMITTEE 


“A FEW MORE DAYS FOR TO TOTE 
DE WEARY LOAD.” 
A WORKINGMAN WANTS TO KNOW—LABOR 
SPEAKERS WITH BAD RECORDS HIRED 
TO TALK FOR TWEED’S PARTNER. 

The committee which is conducting the 
fioffman House campaign for the former news- 
paper and legislative partner of Thief Tweed is 
nearly fagged out. It has found that Gov. Hill 
bas indeed been a heavy load to drag through 
even so shortacanvass asone of 40days. At 
first the committeemen were angry over the 
letters they received from intelligent and inde- 
pendent Democrats, asking if it was possible 
that the candidate of their party had ever been 
associated with Boss Tweed inthe remotest de- 
gree. They laid the letters aside and never an- 
swered them. 

Of latethe number of writers who seek in- 
formation upon this one topic has so increased 
that the committee is driven almost to despair. 
To deny the partnership with the great thief 
would be to tell a direct lie, and so much evi- 
dence exists on this point that the committee 
cannot afford to take the risk of denial. The 
best that could be done was to get the news- 
papers to take up the subject acain and endeav- 
or to s0 Muddle the minds of their readers as to 
leave Gov. Hill’s association with Thief Tweed 


An open question. The value of such a policy 
to the cause of Gov. Hill is questiomable. It re- 
Opens the whole subject and makes it incumbent 
upon the critics of the Governor to s0 arrange 
pnd present their evidence as to leave no doubt 
in the mind of any reasoning man that Mr. Hil 
Was Dot only a newspaper and legislative partner 
of Thief Tweed, but that he was also benefited 
by the work which he did in the Legislature for 
Jay Gould, Boss Tweed, and the other members 
of the Erie Railroad ring. 

No wonder the members of the committee 
have felt depressed as they staggered aiong un- 
der their heavy ioad. They bave been on the 
defensive from the very start, and such a con- 
dition never imparts cheerfulness to working 
politicians. The visit of Col. Lamont was like a 
break in the clouds on a rainy wedding morn. 
The Colonel has come and gone. He brought no 
assurances from Washington of hot affection 
for Tweed’s partner, no piedges of nagional aid 
obrrelief. The committee is as gloomy as ever 
after this, visitation. The arrival of Secretary 
Whitney upon the heels of theColonel’s departure 
bas caused a momentary thrill of delight. His 
presence mav be likened to the golden eagle 
which is good for the sore eyes of the beholder. 
But there the likenessends. Thecoin is not a 
contribution to the cause. It cannot be bor- 
rowed even forcampaign purposes, as witness 
the Secretary’s letter directing the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to be kept out of politics and de- 
tlaring that the commandant will be held re- 
ponsible for strict obedience to the order. Jones, 
of Binghamton, bas cast the shadow of his enor- 
mous mustache over the beadquarters and he 
contributes to the general despondency py his 
excited appeals for advice. 

“ What am [ going to do to straighten out 
matters with the Irish and their Partamentary 
tund?” be is quoted as asking a committeeman. 

“Send ’em down one of your 46-ton scales and‘ 
2Ompiete the job,” was the irate reply. 

_Chairman Parker came down from the hills of 
Ulster with a healthy glow upon his cheek. To- 
day he wears a wan and haggard look and 
wishes be had half the health of Ira Davenport. 
The Governor’s law partner, Mr. Muller, was a 
young looking man when he left the banks of 
the Chemung to manage the Governor’s can- 
vass. His friends in Elmira and his clients in 
Chemung will grieve to learn that to-day he 
looks like an old man. He has been issuing 
printed certificates of character for thd part- 
ner of Tweed, and it has been a terrible 
drain upon his vitality. State Treasurer Max- 
well is no longer a rival of the Bounding Beebe. 
He paces the corridors of the Hoffman with 
slow and thougbtful tread. He reads the doom 
ot the candidate for whom he bustled all over 
the State in the duys of delegate getting. Had 
the Governor’s friends not cheated bim out of 
the nomination for Controller, which they prom-. 
ised him, he woujd now be cantering over the 
State in- search of votes. Sereeant-at-Arms 
Moore has lost the rough and ready manner of 
other days. He breathes a heavy atmosphere, 
and it makes him faint indeed. Senator Jacobs, 
too, was cheated by the Governor and his 
triends, and although they have repeatedly sent 
for him since be has failed to appear... Like 
Gen. Siocum, he is attending strictly to his pri- 
vate business. Neither has Roswell P. Flower 
been a visitor to the Hill headquarters. Sadder 
than thai, however, the committee has been un- 
able to announce, with pride and satisfaction, 
that be has tapped his bar’l for the cause, 
Cos’ Jobn F. Tracey is the only indefatigable 
worker to be foundinsight. He edits the Dem- 
ocratic Campaign of 1885, a daily publication de- 
voted largely, it is feared, to the circulation of 
campaign slanders. He has a large corps of ed- 
itors, the chief of whom devotes his days and 
his nights to thrumming a type-writing ma- 
chine. The staff is not proud evenif is intel- 
lestual. Eveo the messenger boy lags to look at 
the pictures in the gorgeous barroom. There is 
nothing in the atmosphere of the headquarters 
ol suggest business and inspire enthusiastic 
abor. 

A daily visitor to the headquarters cannot 
help observing one thing—the scarcity of Til- 
den’s old lieutenants and the presence of an 
abundance of representatives of Tammany 
Hail. This is Tammany’s campaign, and the 
Tammany leaders, big and little, are devoting 
themselves to the cause. This does not look as 
if there was any great warmth between the 
two factions of the party. The Tilden lieu- 
tenants ulways prided themselves on having 
candidates with records at least moderate- 
iy good on the tickets they ut into 
the field. Everybody knows that this 
is the last consideration pe by Tammany to 
its nominees. It would have forced Gov. Hill 
On an anti-civil service reform platform if it 
had had the naming of the Platform Conmittee. 
Abram §. Hewitt could tell an interesting story 
of the fight with the men entertaining spoils- 
men’s views. Judge Cardozo has his shoulder to 
the wheel for his old iriend Hili. Many Tilden 
men Jook on and shudder at the appearance of 
such members of the party managing its unove- 
ments. All these things occur tu observers as 
they notethe absence of the old party managers. 

The Hill committee, in sheer desperation, bas 
now turned its attention to the workingmen. It 
ealls 1t “ working the gravel train.” Thisisa 
sneering allusion to the workingmen’ which the 
latter wi.l appreciate when they begin to under- 
stand that all the use the Governor has for 
them is confinei to their votes.eThe Gov- 
ernor’s managers have arranged to “start 
the gravel train,” as they speak of 
it, in Music Hall, Brooklyn, to-night. 
By bringing influence of one kind and another 
to bear upon a few of the cunning and more un- 
scrupulous leaders of labor organizations, they 
expect to deceive the workingmen and make 
them believe Gov. Hillis their friend. Of course 
the Governor is no more a friend of the poor 
man and the laborer than Ira Davenport. This 
is what the people of Steuben County all] say 
about Mr. Davenport, and a man’s own neigh- 
bors ought to know. The neighbors of Gov. 
Hill in Eimira, on the otber hand. all know that 
the workingmen of that city regard Mr. Hill as 
an enemy. 

The three labor speakers who have been hired 
to deceive the workingmen who will to-night as- 
semble in Music Hall by telling them of Mr. Hili’s 
friendship are Assemblyman James P. Hooley, of 
Troy; Assemblyman Moxtimer C. Earl, of Brook- 
lyn; Assembiyman P. K. McCann, of Brooklyn. 
All three of these gentlemen were members of 
the last Legislature, and they trequently told 
the Assembly how much they loved the 

oor workingmen. No donkey could have 

rayed more loudly; than they taiked for 
the cause of labor. Yet when the gas 
consumers of New- York tried to have 
the Legislature pass a bill reducing 
the price of gas, allthree of these “friends of 
the workingman” either voted directly against 
it or voted against motions to progress the bill 
or dodged aitogether. It is estimated that each 
year the gas companies of New-York are ex- 
torting about two and a half millions of dollars 
more than would pay 10 per cent. upon the hon- 
est capital invested. A bill limiting the price of 
gas to $1 50 per thousand cubic feet would alone 
bave saved the consumersof that city about a 
million and a quarter of dollars annually. So 
much indignation exists among the]/workingmen 
of New-\ork over the defeat of the gas 
bili that none of the New-York members who 
voted against it have dared to accept a renomi- 
nation, knowing they would be badly defeated 
this Fall. Messrs. Hooley and McCann voted di- 
rectly against the billon its tinal passage. Mr. 
Eart dodged, but was just as bad an enemy. 
There was a big lobby arrayed against the bill, 
and these men who will prate about labor 
showed by their actions that they loved the 
lobby moretban they did the taborer, who has 
to pay $2 50 per thousand cubic feet for gas. 
Some workingmen may decide to inquire why 
such speakers have been hired to talk to them. 

The following letter to tbe workingmen of 
New-York and Brooklyn speaks for itself: 

To WORKINGMEN: The following eight-hour lawlis 
on the statute books of this State to-duy. it was 
passed in April, 1870. Assemblyman Jobn R. Hen- 
pessy.of the Fourteenth District of New-York, put 
the law through: ma 

‘Yhe people of the State of New-York represented in 
Senate and Assembly do enact as follows: 

ECTION 1. On and after the passage of this Sct 
EIGHT HOURS sball constitute A LEGAL DAY'S 
\ ORK for ALL CLASSES of MECHANICS,WORK- 
INGMEN, and LABORERS, excepting those engaged 
in farm and domestic labor, but overwork and extra 
compensation by agreement between employer and 
employe is hereby permitted. 

Sec. 2. This act shail apply to all mechanics, work- 
Ingmen, and laborers now or hereafter employed by 
the State, or any municipal corporation therein, 
through its agents or officers, or in tbe employ of per- 
sons contracting withthe Stateor such corporation 
for performance of public work.

SEc. 4. Any party or parties contracting with the 
State or any such corporation who shall fail to comply 
with or secretly evade the provisions thereof shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished by a 
Sine of not lessthan $100 nor exceeding $500,and in 
addition thereto shall forfeit such contract at the option 
of the State. 

The Chairman of the Democratic Committee which 
is trying to elect Mr. Hill Governor is John O’Brien. 
He has @ municipal contract on the big aqueduct. He 
hires 2,000 laborers up here in Westchester County, 
who work 10 hours a day each, The workmen in 
Commissioner Squire’s department are compelled to 
work more than eight hours. 

Why doesn’t Gov. Hill enforce the eight-hour law ? 

WESTCHESTER WORKINGMAN. 

Evidences continue to multiply that the can- 
didates on the Democratic State ticket are all 
suspicious that Gov. Hill will sell them out, and 
that certain friends on and off the State Commit- 
tee are the agencies by which this will be ac- 
complished. The discovery of this fact and its 
publication has caused great disquietude among 
the friends of the candidates, one or two of 
whom may be seen around the Hoffman House 
daily making mental notes of all that the com- 
mittee is doing with a view to discovering to 
what extent this base treachery will be carried. 
Gen. Jones of Binghamton is here on such a 
mission, though he does not let it be known. In 
fact, he would sooner sign his name to a pub- 
lished card saying he is satisfied there is nothing 
in the rumor than have the Governor or the 
committee believe he even suspects their polit- 
ical integrity. 

But Lawrence J. Fitzgerald, the candidate for 
State Treasurer, does not propose to be caught 
napping. He is supposed to be acting under the 
advice of friends of great political sagacity in 
his still hunt for himself. He has made some 
mistakes, too, in bis zeal, mistakes which will 
give votes to his Republican opponent, Major 
Charles F. Ulrich. For instance, he has endeayv- 
ored to introduce politics into a mutual 
benefit organization with which he _ has 
a connection. It is the Commercial Trav- 
elers’ Association of the State of New-York, 
whose headquarters are at Syracuse. Many of its 
members are indignant at this effort to influence 
their votes. They say politics ought not to be 
broached in their organization. he membher, 
whose number is 1,502, has received the circular, 
and ha: written the candidate a stinging reply. 
In his circular, Candidate en te says: *“‘As 
you are aware, 1 was nominated for the office of 
State Treasurer, and I take the liberty of ad- 
dressing you as one of the fraternity and solicit- 
ing your support and influence during the 
campaign and at the polls on election day.”” He 
says that through the association he will be able 
to reach every part of the State. This is what 
No. 1,502 wrote him in reply: 

“Last year I voted for Cleveland, the first Demo- 
cratic vote of my life. I voted thus because I thought 
it best for the country at large, believing Mr. Cleve- 
jand to be the purest candidateof the two, not be- 
cause | was any iess a Republican than before. I do 
not think Mr. Cleveland de-cended to ask any benefi- 
cent associations to lend their influence toward his 
election contrary to their convictions. Therein you 
and he differ in one respect certainly, and I assure you 
that my influence, whatever it muy be, will be cast 
against you insteaa of for you. and your circular 
shown to all my acquaintances that tlley may see how 
low you stoop to gain election. You have sent me 
more than 20 pasters for yourself. I shall do my level 
best to paste as many for the other side.” 

Tnousands of young men are earnest for the 
Republican ticket. Even the Benedicts of this 
great city can devote a few hours of their honey- 
moon to devising means for getting votes for 
Davenport and Carr and their upright associates 
on the ticket. A young German of this city 
wrote a letter to Chairman Chester S. Cole re- 
cently, from which is taken this extract: 

“Tacquired the honor of American citizenship in 
August last. My feelings and my convictions teil me I 
should do allthat lies in my power to help elect the 
Republican State and county ticket. I have induced 
five of my friends who desired to honor me with wed- 
ding presents (1 have just been happily married) to 
keep their presents and instead of giving them to me 
to give their votes to Davenport and Carr. ‘‘hey are 
all Democrats, Ihave their word of honor that they 
will keep their promise. 1 will personally escort them 
to the ballot box and see to it that everything goes 
Tight. My brother ts a Democrat, dyed in the wool, but 
he cannot a a candidate who was ever mixed up 
with Tweed. He livedin New-York during the days 
of the Tweed excitement, and he can never forget his 
impressions of that period. 1 shall get him to yote 
against Hill.” ° 

The Republican State Committee is composed 
largely of elderly men, who remember the Gays 
of their youth. They would not therefore en- 
courage Benedicts generally to introduce pol- 
itics to any great extent into the joyous period 
known asthe honeymoon. They would doubt- 
less, however, be grutified to learn that tho 
newly wedded, as well as the old men and the 
men of middle age, propose to do ail they can 
for the ticket on the 3d of November. It might 
have a great influence upon a bachelorGoyvyernor 
to know that he was largely indebted for his 
election to the young married men. It might 
even make a Benedict of him.

SUPPOSED TO BE A MURDER. 
NEWBURG, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Capt. Edward 
O’Brien, cf the oyster sloop Active, which ar- 
rived here a week ago with a cargo of oysters 
from Canarsie, Long Island, was found dead jn 
the woods near here this morning with a buliet 


in hisheart. It is said he had $80 on his person 
when he left the sloop on Friday morning. 
There were found on the body a box of pistol 
cartridges and 42 cents in money. No pistol 
was found. O’Brien had been drinking 
heavily, and is said to have been dis- 
couraged because his oysters did not meet 
with ready sale. Before leaving the sloop on 
Friday he declared his intention to purchase a 
revalver, fearing the boat wou!d be raided by 
thieves, To-day a pasteboard box which had 
contained a revolver was found on the boat. 
Opinian is divided as to whether the case is one 
of murder or suicide. Persons maintaining the 
suicide theory say the pistol may have been 
thrown by O’Brien into the underbrush after 
the shooting, and afterward picked up by some 
passer-by. thers believe that the man was 
murdered for hismoney. The Coroner and po- 
lice are investigating the case. 





MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY. 

ABBEVILLE, Ala., Oct. 25.—John W. Ra- 
born, a wealthy planter living near Shorterville, 
sold his cotton crop here on Friday and started 
with his team on his way home. Yesterday 
morning the team was found hitched toa tree 
on the roadside, while Raborn was lying dead in 
the wagon with a builet wound through his 
brain and his money missing. A white woman 
who lived ina cabin pear by was arrested and 
confessed that Henry Pyvost was the principal 
in the murder, his object being robbery. Pyvost 
was arrested, but so great was the excitement it 
is probable he has been lynched by this time. 


BOUND TO DROWN HIMSELF. 
Newport, R. L, Oct. 27.—Walter Chad- 
wick, a well known citizen, who has been migs- 
ing from home for many days, was found

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MARCHING INTO BULGARI 


THE REPORTS OF THE SERVIAN IN- 
VASION, CONFIRMED,

A Bul- 
garian officer was arrested by the Servians, but 
was soon released. 

Russians in the Bulgarian service advise that 
Sophia be fortified. Prince Alexander declines to 
fortify the town. 

BucHaReEst, Oct. 25.—A slight skirmish 
has taken place between Bulgarian ana Servian 
Pickets, 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, Oct. 25.—The amalgama- 
tion of Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia is com- 


pleted. Delegates from the Ministry at Sophia 
bave arrived here to introduce a Bulgarian 
régime. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 25.—Two members of 
the Skuptschina named Tasic and Popovic bave 
been arrested at Cacak on suspicion of being im- 
plicated in a plot to murder the Governor. 


Vienna, Oct. 25.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph’s speech tothe Delegations yesterday has 
produced a gloomy effectin Hungary. It por- 
tends the continuance of the triple alliance, 
against which the lower chamber of the Hun- 
garian Diet protested in 1884. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 25.—The confer- 
ence on the Balkan question did not meet to- 
day. It will probably meet on Wednesday. 

Soputa, Oct. 25.—Five thousand infantry 
from the Adrianople frontier have arrived here.

THE ALLEGED INTERVIEW WITH HIM DE- 
NOUNCED AS A FABRICATION. 

WasHineton, Oct. 25.—Ex-Senator Ros- 
coe Conkling pronounces the allegea interview 
with him, published in the Sun this morning, to 
be a fabrication from beginning to end, wholly 
unauthorized by him, and as absurd as it is un- 
true in purporting to come from him. The 
newspaper editors to whom the bogus interview 
was offered evidently had time to verify it if 
they desired to be sure of its genuineness. 
This is proved by the fact that last night 


Mr. Conkling was called upon at Cham- 

rlain’s, where he was staying, by the 
representatives of several newspapers, all of 
whom gent their dispatches of inquiry to 
bim in his room, where he w ouneniSag with 
counsel in some cases in which he is employed. 
To ail inquirera he gave the same answer—that 
he bad not submitted to any interview and had 
not held any conversation with anybody in 
which he had expressed any opinions about per- 
sons on the Republican ticket, and that any in- 
terview purporting to have been odtained from 
him was manufactured and not to be regarded 
astrue. He wrote a dispatch of the most posi- 
tive character to the editor of one New-York 
paver, in which the interview did not appear. 

he Washington Post, which could have reached 
Mr. Conkling very easily, published the fraudu- 
lent interview to-day, with the caption, ‘*Conk- 
ling Kuifes Blaine.” It was In this paper that 
the ex-Senator first saw the manufactured in- 
terview. 

The publication has caused Mr. Conkling a 
iad deal of annoyance. In conversation with

Atalil stations on the 
Mexican Central Road for a distance of 200 miles 
south of here reports have been received from 
interior towns and villages stating tbat.small 
straggling bands of Indians have been seen 
traversing the country in various directions. 80 
general and exaggerated are these reports that a 
veritable panic prevailsin many of the smaller 


will swoop down and massacre the people. The 
many mining camps throughout Chihuahua are 
generally well protected against attacks, but 
hundreds of large ranches are without a parti- 
cle of protection, and many peons are known to 
have fied from the haciendas to the mining 
camps and villages for better protection. The 
approach of Winter doubtless has much to do 
with the movement southward of the migratory 
Apaches. 

‘rom the town of Puerto, a station on the 
Mexican Central Road, 100 miles south of here, 
comes the first report of a contiict with the 
Apaches. The fight occurred on a ranch be- 
longing to a Texan named Mann. Indians 
raided the ranch on Friday night duping Mann’s 
absence. There were two ‘Texans on the ranch, 
employes of Mann, who barricaded the doors 
mg gave battle, but the Indians burned 
the house and killed both men. Be- 
side the mutilated bodies of the white 
men were found four dead Indians, and blood 
marks showed that several Apaches were carried 
away wounded. This attack has spread con- 
sternation for a hundred miles around Puerto. 
and news of other massacres may be expected 
any day. 

A great mining boom has prevailed through- 
out Chihuabua for the past three months, ana 
it is estimated there are 600 to American 
miners prospecting in the mountains in parties of 
twoorthree. These prospectors know nothing 
of the influx of Avaohes, and old Mexicans who 
have watched the Apaches come and go for 40 
years predict that many of these prospectors 
will never be heard of again. 

A report reached here to-day that Sam Dun- 
bar, one of the most popular conductors on the 
Mexican Central Road, was killed on Saturday 
by Indians, while prospecting in the Sabinal dis- 
trict. Dunbar was an experienced man, and the 
report of his death lacks confirmation, but it is 
known that hostiles infest the Sabinal country. 


A PRISONER HANGS HIMSELF. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 25.—August Bulow, of 
Newburg, was arrested last Friday for passing 
counterfeit money and placed inacell in the 
Central Station. This morning he was discov- 
ered dead at the side of his bunk, having com- 
mitted suicide. He had taken a part of the 
blanket of his bed and torn it into strips. Form- 
ing a rope, he passed it over the top bar of the 
cell door, and by meansof a noose succeeded in 
strangling himself. The cell was so low that he 
was compelled to bend his knees to accomplish 
his own death.

10 years, at a salary of $8,000 a year. At the 
time of his appointment Mr. White was a con- 
spicuous Tammany Hall man, but during Mayor 
Grace’s quarrels with John Kelly he left that 
organization. Among the assets of Judge White 
at the time of his appointment was an interest 
‘which he held jointly with his brother, Thomas 
F. White, both being members of the firm of 
P, White’s Sons, ina contract with the city, made 
in 1879, for the removal of night soil, dead ani- 
mals, and offal from the city, for a term of tive 
years, at an annual compensation of $36,000. or 
$180,000 for the term. This contract was consid- 
ered a very fatone. In Tweed’s time it was worth 
about double, but the fact that responsible par- 
ties had offered to give a bonus for an oppor- 
tunity to do the same work is evidence that the 
city could have made money instead of having 
to expend it for having the offal removed. 

Mr. White, having been made a Police Justice, 
made bimself familiar with the provision of law 
which recites that no Police Justice “shall re- 
ceive, enjoy. or share any fees. perquisites, or 
compensation of any kind, directly or indirectly, 


other than his said salary; nor sball he hold any 
other office, or carry on and be engaged or inter- 
ested in any pursuit connected with the admin- 
istration of justice, but shall devote his whole 
time and capacity, so far as the public wel- 
fare demands, to the duties of his eaid 
office.” He saw that something should_ be 
done, and when he was confirmed as Police Jus- 
tice by the Board of Aldermen he immediately 
transferred his right, title, and interest in the 
offal contract to his brotber, Thomas F. White. 
The contract had five years to run from 1879, 
and at the time of the transfer about $72,000 of 
the $180,000 had been paid by the city. The con- 
tract was thus worth about $108,000, and yet 
Judge White transferred it **for and in consid- 
eration of one dollar."’ 

The firm of P. White’s Sons continued in busi- 
ness and had full charge of the contract. Judge 
White did not,so faras known, cease his con- 
nection with 1t. Indeed, in his campaign biogra- 
phy, which was given out atter he had been 
nominated for Sheriff, it is noted proudly that 
the Judge wasin business on the same spot where 
he was born. The Judge found himself still on 
the Police Court bench when the offal contract 
expired. The dateot expiration was Dec.31 Jast. 
Gen. Alexander Shaler, the President of the 
Health Department, and Dr. Woolsey Johnson 
were in active charge of the Board of Health, 
President of the Police Board Stephen B. French 
being an ex officio member. The question of 
renewing the contract for the gsemoval 
ot the offal was brought up at a_ meeting 
of the Health Board to which President 
French was not invited. He was not given 
notice toattend. Ina star chamber session the 
board renewed the old contract and made the 
term ten years instead of five. The amount to 
be paid was fixed at $360,000, and the money was 
to be paid in monthly installments, 

The contract, which is No. 6,931 in the records 
of the Finance Department, is mude in the 
name of ** P. White’s Son’s, contractors, Thomas 
¥. White, Assignee.”” It is dated Nov. 14, 1384, 
over six weeks before the expiration of the old 
contract. Hugh Ferrigan and Philip Milligan, 
the latter of whom is a saloon-keeping friend of 
Judge White, are named assureties, The amvunt 
of bond is $25,000. This contract, made over six 
weeks before the expiration of the old one, 
was not filed until Jan. 23 last, and

The transfer of Judge White’s interest in the 
contract came before tho Board of Health for 
approval or disapproval on Feb. 10 last.

White had no interest in the renewed contract 
there was no need of his making any assign- 
ment. The provision of law above quoted 
is claimed not to apply in .the' case 
of a Police Justice. There are very close 
relations, however, which are possible to subsist 
between a police magistate and the Health De- 
partment. They are constantly brought to- 
gether, and a friendly Judge can do a great deal 
to help or mar any kind of action taken by the 
Health Board. It is claimed, therefore, that 
there would be as much if not more reason for 
a Police Justice refraining from having any deal- 
ings with the Heaith Department than in the 
case of heads of departments or other attachés 
of the city Government. 

There have been many Offers to pay the city a 
premium for the privilege of carrying off the 
offal and night soil, and P. White's Sons are 
said to ,bave even better facilities for making 
money out of the stuff than those who have 
made these offers. The firm owns Barren Isl- 
and, and fertilizers are made in large quanti- 
ties. How much 1s made out of the business is 
the secret of the firm.

.SIGNOR DEL PUENTE’S BAD LUCE. 


A FRIEND TO WHOM HE INTRUSTED MUCH’ 
MONEY: COMMITS SUICIDE. 

Boston, Oct..25—The suicide of Signor: 
Luigi Bourgeois early in the evening of the 
19th of September was reported briefly at the 
time, and the cause of the act was stated to 
have been depression over financial difficulties. 
He was giscovered dead in his room in the 
Pleasant House, in which he had for years” 
boarded, and the pistol with whioh he had shot 
himself was lying by his side, and blood from 
a bullet hole in his head was flowing into a 
vessel which he had evidently placed to receive 
it. Signor Bourgeois was eween 35 and 40 
years of age. He had for some time been known 
as an Italian importer, resident here, and had 
many friends, He was energetic and cultivated, 
and had made himself quite popular with the 
business men with whom he came jin con- 
tact. It was supposed that he was doing 2 
profitahte trade in importing and export- 
ing Italian goods, an his friends were 
at a loss to account for his action 
in taking his lite. Signor Del Puente when in 
Boston paid him frequent visits, and their 
triendship appeared to bestrong. Some of his 
friends now say that he was the custodian of 
some ot Del Puente’s money, and they think 
that the fact that he could not account for the 
funds he held was the occasion of his sudden 
taking off. He was not an extravagant man, 
but it ig thought that through the dull- 
ness of trade he had become involved 
in debt and had used his friend’s 
money to make good his losses. At the 
place where he had resided for many years past 
he is spoken of in the highest terms as a refined 
gentleman, a pleasant companion, and a good 
business man. Of late it had been noticed that 
he was subject to fits of melancholy, but it was 
never suspected that such a tragic result would 
follow. Signor Del Puente is expected here 
from New-York this week to investigate the 
matter and to determe, if possibile, the state of 
affairs, 


Operatic circles have been thrown into 
@ state of mild excitement over the rumored 
loss by the popular baritone Signor Del] Puente 
of all his accumulated savings, through the 
rascality of a friend whom he made his financial 
agent, and who, when detection was no longer 
avoidable, put an end to his life by blowing his 
brains out. The artist was found yesterday at 
his rooms on Fifth-avenue, and very readily told 
the story of his losses. He was the picture of 
healtb, and his caiamity had not apparently 
dampened his spirits. He said: 

“Itis true that I have suffered a loss, but 
, nothing like as great a3 isrumored. The amount 
will not exceed 40,000f., and there will be noth- 
ing recovered. The man tnrough whom I suf-. 
fered was my friend Louis Bourgeois, of Bos- 
ton, to whom I intrusted the care of some of 
my American investments. The securities were 
not put in my nameand I never knew even the 
numbers on the certificates. My friend repre- 
sented to me that by using them for our joint 
benefit we could easily makea fortune, and I 
knew that he was speculating, About four 
months ago I thought I would get my stocks 
from bim and wrote him to forward them to 
me. He replied that he could not, and 
that he would explain when I reached America. 
Just before I left Italy I received a telegram 
from Boston that Bourgeois had committed 
suicide. As soon as I landedon Friday I was 
informed that everything belonging to me in 
his bands had gone, and there was noteven a 
record of how or where. Thatisall there is in: 
the story,and { am not ruined by any means. 
If everything had been swept away 1 fancy my~ 
voice is good for some years yet, and with that 
I shall ko to work and make up what-JI havo.

A GREAT CROWD ATTRACTED BY A ROW'IN A. 
PHILADELPHIA STREET. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The voice of the« 
soprano soloist in the choir at St. Paul’sCatho-. 
lic Church, at Christian and Lebanon: streets, . 
penetrated the quiet neighborhood at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. Back of the church, as the Jast: 
strains of the sacred song died away, Thomas; 
Shields, of No. 701 Lebanon-street, uttered a. 
curse, and, lifting a big cobblestone in his right- 
hand, felled Henry Hering, of No. 782 Lebanon-* 
street, to the ground, almost orushing in his 


skull. Theinjured man fell at full length on 
the pavement. His face was badly cut in the 
fall. When Shields saw his victim lying in @ 
puddle of blood, apparently lifeless, he ran away. 

In amoment Christian, Lebanon, and Catha- 
rine streets from Ninth to Tenth streets were, 
black with people. Four men had carried the: 
injured man into his house on Lebanon-street, 
where he laid unconscious, Several policemen 
tollowed Shields to his house, and attempted to 
arrest him, but he escaped through the back 
wate and has not been caught. By 4:30 o'clock 
at least 3,000 men, women, and chiidren stood in. 
the streets, most of them talking exoitedly* 
about the assault and Shields’s escape. 

Hering’s head was laid open from the crown 
to the neck. By 5 o’clock the crowd had partial-. 
ly dispersed, but when alot of persons about 
the house saw Hering witb his head smeared 
with biood trying to jump out of the second-: 
story window the excitement became more in- 
tense than at first, and the streets were soon. 
black with people again. Officer Lamb rushed 
into Hering’s house and up stairs. The police- 
man and four or five men grappled with the 
man, who had become delirious, and dragged 
him away from the window and held him down. 
When the officer came out on the street his 
nands were covered with blood. 

Hering may die. Shields, the police say, is a 
cutter and a bad man generally. He is a sales-. 
man in a produce commission house near Front 
and Arch streets. Nobody knew how the fight 
began. Hering is known to be a desperate fight- 
er when angered, and nobody in the neighbor- 
hood cares to get 1n his way. 





SPOILING A PRIZE FIGHT. 

ScHENECTADY, Oct. 25.—A prize fight was: 
arranged last week by prominent sports of this 
city between Jack Wells and Joe Barker. The 
fight was to have taken place at daybreak this 
morning in a barn near High Bridge, 1n the town, 
of Watervliet, almost}on the line between 
Schenectady and Albany Counties. Carriages 
were ordered for 2 0’clock. The police got wind 
of the matter, and a little before midnight they 
arrested Wells at Joe Trentamep’s sporting 
house. Barker 1s still at iarge. It is said the 
fight was to have been a desperate one, as the 
men are enemies. A tew years aro Wells fought 
Billy Caffery. The fight was a hard one and 
Caffery was beaten. Soon afterward he was 
found dead ina vacant lot. Barker was engaged 
in astreet fightin this city abouta year ago, 
and was shot, receiving a wound which at first: 
was thought fatal. 


A TRACK WALKER’S DEATH. 

“WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Oct. 25.—Cornelius 
Murnine, a track walker on the Philadelphia and 
Erie Railroad between the end of the Susque- 
hanna bridge,a short distance outside of the 
city, and the station at Newberry, feil from the 
centre of the bridge early this morning and was 
drowned. When he did not come home at the 
usual time the railroad officers were notified, a 
search was instituted, and Murnine’s lantern 
was found in the network of the bridge.

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HEALTH OFFICERS DEFIE 


THE AMBULANCE CORPS RESISTED 
IN MONTREAL. 

PARENTS REFUSE TO LET SICK CHILDRER 
BE TAKEN TO THE HOSPITAL—SMALL« 
POX IN OTHER. PLACES, 

MonTREAL, Oct. 25.—The ambulance 
corps is meeting with determined resistance 
1n its efforts to forcibly remove to hospitals all 
persons suffering from smallpox. Last night 
the members of the corps were taking patients 
from houses in 8t. Martin-street, but on reach- 
ing the house of a carter named Trepanier they 
found it barricaded, and inside were a number 
of the neighbors, who had gathered to prevent 
the children from being moved. Word was sent 
to the nearest police station, and the reserved 
ordered up, but the officer in command was 
afraidto make an attack on the house, and 
after vainly trying to get the people to submit 
he withdrew his men, leaving the health officers 
to defend themselves. 

Having been thus successfully resisted, the 
ambulance men could do no more in tbat street 
and were obliged to commence operations iu 
another part of the town. At No. 74 St, James« 
street, where they went to remove a child, the 
father, armed with a knife, stood in the doom 


way and threatened to stab any one who at- 
tempted to pass. A squad of police arrived and 
the man was persuaded to submit. A warrant 
has been taken out against Trepanier and the 
police are waiting for a chance to arrest bim. 

The court for the trial of cases for the in- 
fringement of the heaith by-laws sat for the 
first time yesterday, when a man named Joue 
bert was fined $10 for failing to report a case of 
smallpox in his house. 

THE Es’s correspondent visited the college 
at St. Laurent this evening and interviewed 
Father Geoffrien, the Superior, in reference to 
the charges made against the institution by the 
American students. He denied their statement 
in toto, and produced a certificate, signed by 
the Mayor and the Health Officer of the munici- 
pality and the college physician, positively de~ 
claring that there has not been a single case of 
smalipox there this year, He stated that Father 
Cushing had never been a priest and was pot 
now holding any position in tne church; 
that he was subject to fits of discontent, 
and that.it was during one or these fits 
that he induced the American students 
to leave. The students refused to attend mags; 
on the morning of their departure, and it waa 
as a punishment that their breakfast was re- 
fused them. Father McGarry and several of the 
French Canadian students corroborated the Su- 
perior’s statement, and it is believed that the 
sole reason why the Americans rebelled wag 
that the food was not good enough for them.

‘THE :-RECORD BEATEN IN THE CANADIAN 
CHAMPIONSHIP CONTEST. 

MonrTrREAL, Oct. 25.—The cross-country 
‘race for the championship of Canada was rua 
yesterday over the regular course to Bacik’& 
River. The course was in terribly poor condi- 
tion, some places being. knee deep in mui, 
through which the men had to wade. Four 
barb wirefences four and a half feet high had 
been put up, and every one of the runners was 
cut and scratched in getting over them. T.i¢e 
track 1s said now to be the hardest in tle 
world, although over comparatively level 
country. it ig about six miles in length, of 
five and five-eighth miles as the crow flies.| 
There were eleven entries and all finished. The 
following were tbe winners: J. W. Moffatt, 
88:47; R. Larkin, 38:53; J. G. Ross, 39:03; 8. 8. 
Jones, 89:12; C. McWood, 41:55; W. J. Baillie, 
41:59 This beats the record by 7 minutes and 
was Over &@ Mucb worse track than any previous 
year. 

The record was made Iast year by McTaggart, 
who afterward won the American cross-country 
championship over the regular course at New~ 
York. Moffatt, Ross, and Jones have declared 
their intention of competing at New-York on 
Nov. 4, and it is confidently believed here that 
one of them will carry off the championship. 


SAILOR:SCANLON’S EXPERIENCE. 

Cuicago, Oct. 25.—Sailor Michael P. 
Scanlon was swept off the deck of the schooner 
Belie Brown, between Milwaukee and Chicago, 
one dark night-.a little more than two weeks ago. 
His shipmates reported his loss when the schoon< 
er arrived here and nobody doubted that he was 
dead. Sailor Scanlon opened his eyes in a Mil- 
wuukee hospital a day or two ago after two 
weeks of unconsciousness and delirium, and to!d 
what happened to him after he went over the 
rail of the Belie Brown. Tne schooner hove to, 
but could not see him, aithough he saw 
it. After floating for a time a spar camé 
within bis reach. He clung to that ail 
night and all the following day, with nothing to 
eat but a dead fish. Boats passed near by, but 
he could not make himself heard. When night 
came he gave up hope, but, that his dead body 
might be sent to his family at Kingston, 
Ontario, lashed himself to the spar with his be/t.

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THE ELECTIONS IN FRANCE 


SAFETY OF THE REPUBLIO IN 
SPITE OF THE RESULT. 
AGRICULTURAL DISTRESS A FACTOR-IN THE 
CHANGES—STRANGE MISMANAGEMENT 

—THE ENGLISH-IN 'RERAT. 

Pants,.Oct. 14.—You have before this,. 
probably, been told of the “painful. im- 
pression” produced throughout-the length 
and breadth of France by theresult-of the 
recent legislative elections. Of course 
there was surprise felt. over the result and 
by none more than those: Conservatives 
who polled majorities where their fondest 
aspirations never had anticipated any- 
thing more than @ decent minority. But 
there was no emotion, save among the 
candidates, their supporters, and trades- 
men. And yet scarcely is the word 
‘*emotion” applicable; the feeling may be 
more strictly defined by an ejaculation— 
“Oh! my!” or ‘Great Cesar !’’ These peo- 
ple have not won a victory, however, nor 
anything like it, and supposing even that, 
on the second ballot more Conservative 
than Republican Deputies be returned, the 
Monarchical fusion can hope for nothing 
more than a strong plurality, which 
must be overcome by the majority of 
the democratic element, for, bitter. as is 
their hatred and wideasis their divergency 
of views on ali minor questions, Radicals, 
Opportunists, and Liberals, Extreme Lefts, 


Lefts, and Left Centres, will go hand in 
hand whenever the cause to be defended 
is the form of government. Since last 
week the majority of the Kepublican or- 
ans, without distinction of color, seem to 
es learned that union is a necessity 
and have renounced those sterile, irritat- 
ing, stupid recriminations to which the 
Anarchists owe their success in a great 
measure. I say in a great measure, be- 
cause in reality there are other reasons for 
the professed dissatisfaction manifested 
by the country toward those “<i whom they 
have been governed for the last 14 years. 
Jacques Bonhomme is a curious animal; 
unlike the peasant of any other land, he is 
at once shrewd and stolid, he makes the 
existing Government, whatever that Gov- 
ernment may be called, responsible for 
every mishap, for the drought, for hail, 
for the cattle plague, for the phylloxera, 
just as itahans accuse their Govern- 
ment of the propagation of the cholera, 
and consequently is only too ready to give 
his voice in favor of those who promise 
him relief from his woes. It is this dispo- 
sition to find fault with what is that 
caused the triumph of the reaction. I 





have passed much more time in the 
provinces of late and in past years 
¢éhan is common for foreigners to 


do, and from what I have seen my- 
self and from what I have been told by 
friends who live there I am convinced 
that neither the question of Tonquin nor 
the financial question turned the tables 
upon the Republicans, but-the agricultural 
crisis. 

The rural populations are protectionists 
to a man, and as their produce cannot be 
sold at as low a figure as that brought 
from America and Russia they have mani- 
fested their opposition to the régime of 
free trade which, introduced by the em- 
pire, has been continued under the repub- 
lic. The Parisian journalists do not seem 
to take in this situation to which, in the 
opinion of those who reside in the rural 
districts, must be attributed fully two- 
thirds of the late adverse vote. On the 
other hand, the Fusionists, of whom a 
preat many are provincial landowners, 
did understand it, and spared neither 
trouble nor money in turning it to ac- 


count. The Count de Paris and the 
d’Orleans Princes expended over 
2,000,000f. in the election, it is af- 


firmed, and if the complaints against 
bribery and corruption which are pub- 
lished be founded upon evidence, the re- 
union of the Chambers will be marked by 
an extensive holocaust of Conservative 
Deputies, whose elections will be invali- 
dated with enthusiasm, especially as there 
will be enough of the old (ommunard 
element in the Palais Bourbon to make 
extreme measures “legal,’”’ and to quatify 
as “revolutionary” any resistance to the 
will of the so-called majority. which can 
only bea majority to destroy, and inno 
case a constructing majority, as their 
common enemy, the Canservatives, once 
floored, the old family quarre! will be re- 
yived in such proportions as to r:uder the 
constitution of any Ministry impossible, 
It is here that danger, if danger there 
be, exists, and times promise to be lively 
on the Quai d’Orsay. But do not believe in 
any stories that may be related of the im- 
minence of a revolution. ‘here may and 
probably will be riots, but nothing like 
another Commune, nor the atteuipted re- 
establishment of a monarchy, which last, 
leaving out of the question the yox populi, 
is impossible simply because the Couserv- 
atives, when it comes to the choice of the 
man, are and will always be like the war- 
riors who peopled the camp of Agramant, 
they cannot agree. M. Paul de Cassagnac 
warns the republic that “great events 
will mark the end of the present year; 
that chance perhaps must be aided with 
the butt of a musket or the point of a 
pitchfork.’”” And then he cynically asks 
whetner ‘the republicans will so insult us 
as to suppose that if legality were the 
pniy-obstacle between France and her lib- 
prators that fragile barrier would be al- 
lowed to resist us any more than does the 

aper window pane of the poor man the 

urricane?’’ You perceive that certain in- 
dividuals mean business, and do not hesi- 
tate to say so, and yet nothing more seri- 
ous need be apprehended than those gro- 
tesque manifestations in front of the office 
of the Gaulois last week, of which the re- 
actionaries are trying to make so much 
capital. Arthur Mayer, the chief editor 
of the Gaulois, is an Israelite, who, before 
taking to journalism, used to sell opera 
glasses at the doors of the theatres 
and in the cafés; the funds of the 
Gaulois are furnished by ‘“ Baron” 
Hirsch and ‘“Count’? Camondo, and 
yet the illumination which provoked 
the teapot tempests of ‘Sunday, Monday, 
and Tuesday was intended to announce 
the speedy restoration of divine right and 
Catholicism, and was the glorification of a 
principle which Meyer, Hirsch, and 
Camondo, I think, privately repudiate. 
But, more than this, itis now ascertained 
znd beyond all doubt that the individual 
who got up the “attempted intimidation” 
was their paid agent. He was taken red 
handed and confessed, or, if he did not 
vonfess—for here accounts are at vari- 


ance—was proved to have made 
half a dozen visits each evening to 
the office of the Gaulois, coming out 


from the building, every time, with 
fresh yg of coin for distribution to 
the band of ragamufiins, at the head of 
whom he paraded the boulevards howl- 
ing ** Vive la République!” * A bas le Gau- 
lois!” An old offender was M. Hermann. 
He was gathered _ up by the police in 1883 
for posting incendia lacards and vocif- 
erating ‘ Vive Henri V.!” at the ridiculous 
royalist demonstration of the 9th of March, 
on the Esplanade of the Invalides, and 
when he comes before the correctionelle 
for “nocturnal disturbance” there will be 
some edifying revelations to jot down to 
the debit of the champions of the altar 
and the throne. 

That the whole election has been.shame- 
fully mismanaged is universally admit- 
ted. At.many sections there were no tel- 
lers at all, at some asingle self-appointed 
individual counted and inscribed the votes 
witheut control, crediting his particular 
chosen vessel with votes given to his op- 

onents, for all that can be. over known to 
the contrary. At raeer one of the most 
Conservatively inhabited of all the Paris- 
ian arrondissements, not one Conservative 
candidate obtained even a plurality. Inthe 
Eleventh Arrondissement the ballot box 
Wwassimply emptied into the waste paper 
basket by the Chairman of the Electoral 
Committee, who, no tellers volunteering, . 
said that he “had enough of it.and meant 


to have his dinner.’’ In short, everywhere: 


nearly was confusion. Even the cold sau-. 
sages and sour wine provided for volun- 
teers failed, if not to attract, at least to 
keep them at their post until their work 
was done, for as soon as their supper was 
swallowed they, almost without exception, 
left the premises, and go it was that, eight 
days atter the election, the public does 
no gee, know who really have been re- 
turned. “ Lucky it was,” writes Henri 
Rochefort, “that the tellers operated

And the conclusion is that if any one be at 
all curious qs to the fitness of the French 
nation for self-government he will learn a 
most instructive lesson from a visit to 
France at any moment when there is to be 
a@ general manifestation of universal suf- 
frage. 

And while French politicians are snarl- 
ing at home and foreign politictans are 
sneering at their squabbles, all save a few 
statesmen seem to have overlooked an in- 
cident of infinitely greater importance to 
the world’s peace than French elections, 
oreven than that difficulty between Prince 
Alexander and his suzerain, which —- 
matists will agree to leave just where they 
found it, not that they approve of the pro- 
ceeding, but because Russia cannot afford 
to fight for the Slavs, who must be left to 
their own devices. Irefer to the occupa- 
tion of Herat, which in diplomatic circles 
is considered to be a British manoeuvre 
destined to prevent Muscovite interfer- 
ence in the peninsula of the Balkans. The 
Afghan question is reopened, and _ re- 
opened by the English, on whom must de- 
volve all the responsibility of the war 
which is now considered to be inevitable.

HOW TO MAKE GOOD COFFEE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

You published from the Atlanta Consti- 
tution a Georgia woman’s recipe for making 
coffee. It’s nonsense. Her coffee is *‘ allowed to 
boil a while.” Thus she gets ria of the fine 
aroma and extracts the tannin, which is not 
healthful. Now, Jet any woman who has nota 
reputation for tine coffee try this recipe: Buy 
the best coffee and grind it to the consistency of 
ordinary cornmeal. Into a French teapot put 
an ounceof coffee for every pergon. One pound 
of coffee will make 16 cups, andno more. Have 
everything clean, and as soon as the water in 
the teakettle begins to boil moisten the coffee 
gently, and leave it to soak and swell for 
three minutes; then add a little more water; 
don’t be inahurry; continue to add water un- 
tilyou have obtained not more than a large 
coffee cupful of the extract, If carefully done 
‘the entire virtue of the coffee will be in the-cup- 
ful of liquor atthe end of five minutes, For’ 
four persons use a quart of pure milk and have 
it piping hot; heat the large cups by pouring 
into them hot water; now divide the coifee into 
the four cups, each of which will be one-quarter 
full; fill with the boiling milk, This is pure 
breakfast coffee, the coffee of the gods, of which 
no man after drinking would be so base as to 
callfora second cup.

Now that good -times*have settled over: 
Wall-street and transactions:mount into-big fig-- 
ures on the Stock Exchange, while all the bulls 
are frisky and gay, a host of good stories go the 
rounds among the elated brokers, who until 
quite lately have pondered mostly over crue- 
some tales in rhyme with long-continued bad 
fortune. A person who is a daily visitor-to Wall- 
street only can form an adequate idea of how 
great a change has come over things since 
this bull boom began. Many of the fore- 
most brokerage offices of the Street 
have been dismissing their olerks daily 
at 3 or 4 o’clock in the afternoon until this 
activity came; now there are few of the big es- 
tablishments in which the bookkeepers and ac- 
countants get away till long after dark, It has 
been no unusual thing during the past fortnight 
to find lights burning in prominent offices till 
midnight and after. Old clerks who one by one 
lost valuable situations within the stand still 
time of the last two or three years are getting 
their places back again; brokers are rising qnt 
of lunches at basement “ dairies’”’ to elaborate 
spreads at Delmonico’s, in Broad-street, anda 


hundred other tokens flaunted about indicate to 
an observer that there is a vast deal more loose 
change floating around the Stock Exchange 
just bowthan has been counted thereina long 
time. 





The devotion which the good broker pays to 
his appetite points the moral of a plaint made 
by one of the poung men who dance attendance 
upon the Hon. Russell Sage, high-mick-a-muck 
of the put and call and straddle business that 
enables Wall-street’s small fry to gamble ina 
dollarortwoatatime. This youngman bought 
some sortof a gambling “ privilege” of the Hon. 


Russell, and in addition to the fee he handed 
over to the Hon. Russell, he ran errands not in- 
frequently to save the same millionaire the ex- 
pense of an office boy. Atthe end of the week 
the young man dropped into the little room 
back of Jay Gould's office, where the Hon, Rus- 
sell sits and reigns over a big bank account and 
a dilapidated table. Tho dete man wanted to 
settle on his ‘* privilege;” theswing of the market 
entitled him toa profit of a few dollars. But 
instead of the even dollars that he had figured 
on be met an offer of some dollars and 99 cents, 
one cent less than he thought hisdue. The dis- 
crepancy was so slight, and the young man was 
so curious that he asked of the Hon. Russell how 
“4 had happened to come out at such an uneven 
gure, 

“ Well, it was this way,” quoth the Hon. Rus- 
sell, in substance. “It was this way: Don't you 
remember that [ sent you to getaveai sand- 
wich the other day and gave you a quarter to 
pay for it? Well, you returned me only 12 
cents out of the quarter; you ought to have 
brought back 13. T'wo veal sandwiches at that 
restaurant cost a quarter: one would be 1244 
cents. Young man, I always take that half cent 
myself. You can be prodigal if you want to and 
waste your Own money, but you mustn't fool 
any of mineaway. I’ve just charged you, you 
see, With what you wasted.’ This is only one of 
ascore of stories that are floating around and 
recited with zest in irreverent circles down 
town, but I forbear to chronicle any more of 
tbe lot, for to tella tale of Russell Sage’s love 
for nickels involves too greatarisk of having 
somebody cry out “chestnut i” 


Another of tho noble brotherhood of Jay 
Gould's partners is talked of in the same mean- 
minded way by ascoffing world. This other dis- 


tinguished patriot dropped into the Windsor 
Hotel the other night and with the ado ofa 
Chinese man-of-war bore down upon the good- 
natured man who fills the post of chief clerk 
there. 

“Ah, Mr, Clerk,’ ejaculated the new-comer, 
* Ab, Mr. Clerk, I believe you have the Duke 
and Duchess of Marino here, my friends, you 
know, the Duke and Duchess of—”

George Gould got his ‘l'urkish pillow idea 
from Charlie Osborn,. known for years gs the 
best dressed man in Wall-street. Mr. Osborn 
has hada similar room at his house for a year 
or two, and ho insists that he can get more sub- 


stantial sleep in three orfour hours on one of 
his pillows than he could in an ordinary bed all. 
night long. A good story is told of Mr. Osborn 
by one of his customers. Back at the time! 
when James R. Keene was in his glory and 
power down in Wall-street Charlie Osborn was 
one of his intimates. Something happened one 
night of consequence to both men, and Osborn 
rushed to Keene's house with the news, anxious 
that his friend should not be taken unawares. 
He rang the door bell, anda smail boy opening 
it, upon being assured that Mr. Keene was 
wanted, shouted into the adjacent parlor, ** Jim, 
come here!" Mr. Osborn wasrather taken aback 
by the impudence of this sort of address from 
a hallboy, but he was too busily thinking of 
the big business matter in hand to heed trifles, 
and he stepped a stride or two within the dark 
hallway to tell of his mission as soon as his. 
friend responded. A tall form Joomed up in the: 
parlor doorway. Mr. Osborn grasped his hand 
and was reciting his secret, when of asudden 
that impudent small boy shouted out that he 
would turn on the gas, and he did, to the utter 
rout of every thought that Mr. Osborn had. 
The hand he was grasping, the ear that he was

Before the bull boom enlivened Wall-street 
spirits one of the best known of the daring oper- 
ators on the Stock Exchange was the son of an 
ex-railroad President. He has an income of $100 
a day or over above all his regular: personal ex- 


penses. He isa prominent figure in society, but 
it is in Wall-street that be disports most, as he 
has ever since he first possessed any money of 
hbisown. He was a bull jong ago, even in the 
time when Addison Cammack, Woerishoffer, 
Henry N. Smith, and the rest of the bear leadera 
had everything their own way. One day he 
took $50,000 down town in addition to a deposit 
account of $10,000 more that he had there, and 
despite all the bear auguriea he bought heavily 
of a stock upon which the bear contingent wera 
making their most furious onslaughts, All of 
his $60,000 went into margins. His triends tried 
to dissuade bim from a speculation which they 
insisted could end only in wiping aut his 
entire investment, but hoe was not to _ be 
influenced. In went his money, all of it. The 
next day brought him sadness; the stock had 
sold off two or three points, and the closing hour 
of business on the 8tock Exchange had left it 
very weak, The day following opened with an- 
other decline; his margih was rapidly melting 
away. The stock was down six points. He saw 
the record as soon as the Steck Exchange 
opened, for, like most of the habitués of Wall- 
street, he could not leave business outside of his 
house, and in his bedroom he had had set up one 
of the regular Stock Exchange tickers, giving 
the official record of every snie made. When he 
sxw how things were drifting he didn’t go down 
town, 
dence, only to be met with the information that 
he was sick, very sick, unable to see anybody, 
the doctors almost despairing of his life.

The customer 
was in bed, with # face doleful enough for an 
entire hospital, The friend had withdrawn into 
asideroom. Phrases polite enough, but show- 
ing something of an outside anxiety, perhaps, 
came from the visitor, He wassorry to learn of 
his customer's illness, he said, for there were 
lively times in the Street, and he knew bis cus- 
tomer wouldso much enjoy them if he were 
only able ta take a hand in the game. 

“Ah, yes,” said the manon the pillows, half 
gasping for breath, “ah, yes, I wish I were able 
to get down town, but the fact is I've been so 
tgrribly sick that I’ve not only been unable to 

- transact any business, but I’ye really not seena 
newspaper for days, and haven’t the slightest 
idea of how the stock market 18 going.” 

“Itis going down,” was his yisitor’s senten- 
tious comment. 

**Down,eh? Well, I'm sorry to hear that. I 
believe I havea little account with your firm, 
haven't I? If it goes down far I suppose I will 
soon be on the verge of getting into your debt.” 

“We've got a claim of about $50,000 against 
you now.” 

**Phew, can that beso! Well, there has been 
a tumble indeed. My dear feilow, I’m obliged 
to you for not troubling me while I’ve been 
sick.

that diabolical ticker had begun its work, Its 
record was like the thunder of midsummer. 
* Click, click, olickety click,” it rapped out, 
The broker lifted the gown. The sick man sat 
bolt upright in bed. The broker swore; so did 
the sick man, and the air was full of pyrotech- 
nics of a soulful kind, while the friend in the 
next room was providing an accompaniment in 
the shape of laughter whose echoes fairly shook 
the house, It was an entertaining scene. But 
even while they raved the broker andthe cus- 
tomer, animated by the same spirit, grasped the 
tape that began to roll out with its registry of 
the Exchange transactions. And on the tape 
the very first —e shown was a sale of the 
same stock which had brought all this confu- 
sion, this ‘‘ sickness,” and this wrath. And its 
course had changed; it was going up; in an hour 
it had risen a dozen points, and by night the sick 
man was well, with a balance in his favor on his 
broker’s books of over $40,000, awainst whion 
there were charged only commissions and one

THE MARKETS STILL SUPPLIED WITH 


QUINCES, GRAPES, AND APPLES. 

The market is still abundantly supplied 
with pears'of fine quality. There are many 
barrels of “icehoused” Bartietts unsola, and 
while they cannot be forced there is quite a de- 
mand forthem. When in good condition they 
sell at high prices, sometimes as high as $3 per 
bushel. Very many of them cannot be sold, 
however, for above one-third of that price. The 
Duchess is, perhaps, the best pear for eating 
that can now be procured, although several 
other varieties outsell them. Fine Duchess 
pears will be wholesaled this week for about $1 
and $2 per bushel, and common ones may be 
had for much less.) The Vergalieu—a very 
choice pear—is now in season. Fifteen years 
ago it was one of the most popular pears gold in 
the market, but for the past 10 years it has been 
avery difficult matter to get any free from 
spots, and those spots are exceedingly bitter. 
There will be some few good ones here this week, 
but one must bé an expert to be sure of getting 
them even if they ask for that variety, The 
Webster, a much less desirable pear, in appear- 
ance is very much like the Vergalieu and is 
often sold assuch. Many dealers, to ease their 
consciences, sell them as Webster Vergalieus. 

Apples continue to be very cheap. The apple 
crop this season isa very large one, and the 
quality of the fruit to come here is above the 
average. There has been a fair demand for all 
varieties of applea, desired for export, such ag 
Kings, Large Greenings, Newtown Pippins, and 
Twenty-ounce Pippins, and large quantities of 
these varieties are daily being exported to Eu- 
rope andthe West Indies. The South also de- 
mands a great many applies, and although prices 
are low, and will be low for several weeks, there 
is much actiyity in the apple market. Fine 
Kings may he had this week for less than $2 50 
per barrel, and Twenty-ounce Pippins, when 
very fine, will sell for almost as much. But few, 
if any, of the other varieties ot apples will 
wholesale for over $1 50 per barrel. 

Those housekeepers who intend making their 
season’s supply of quince jelly or preserves 
should not fail to do sothis week. It will be 
passible to get quinces for this purpose tor two 
or three weeks yet, but it is scarcely probable 
that they will be as cheap next week as this, and 
they certainly will not be of such good quality. 
Very nice quinces are wholesaled torupward or 
$5 per barrel, and some were sold on Saturday 
for as high as $6 per barrel, and grocers paid as 
high as $7. Common guinces sold for upward of 
$4 per barrel. It iS avery good quality of 
quince that requires only 400 to fill a barrel, and 
there are but few barrels this season that do nat 
contain 500 or over, 

There was a marked adyance in the price of 
Concord grapes last week, The Concord crop 
bas been very profitable this segson, although 
they have been sold at low prices. There sre 
still a great many Concord grapes to come down 
the river. Many tons of them have been put 
into storage by country dealers, and many tons 
more housed in barns and fruit houses by the 
growers. The icehousing of grapes bas been 
successful in past seasons, and there is no reason 
for assuming thatjit will not be so this. Conse- 
quently there is every assurance that there will 
be anabundant supply of Concord grapes for 
‘several weeks more, and they will be sold for 


; Oo ae pe pound and less until the stock is ex- 


' hauste The Central Lake grapes, such as 
Martha's Ione, will be abundant until Christmas, 
The Delaware will be abundant for several weeks 

‘yet, and Catawbas will be fairly abundant for 
months, and 8 cents per pound will be high for 
any others this week. 

Perhaps the finest crop of cranberries ever 
grown in this county has been produced this 
season, and every section of the country in which 
they are raised has grown acrop. Last year 
there was scarcely acranberry grown west of 
New-Jersey. Thigseason Wisconsin alone hag 
produced upward of 60,000 barrels, while both 
New-Jersey and Massachusetts have the largest 
crop ever grown jin those States, It must be 
something very nice that will wholesale for up- 
ward of $6 per barrel. And the quality is such 
that there is but little doubt that they will keep 
in good condition throughout the Winter, Cran- 
berry sauce will probably be a cheap commodity 
all Winter. 











COMMANDER GORRINGE’S REMAINS. 

The interment of the remains of Com- 
mander Gorringe will take place in Rockland 
Cemetery, Sparkill, N. Y.,on Tuesday, Oct. 27. 
The members of the Order of Lafayette of the 
United States of America, of which Commander 
Gorringe was one of the founders, have a large 
plot in this cemetery, and at the time of his 
death, through their Vice-President, Col. Kent, 
they tendered to the family of the deceased 4 
place of burial in their grounds, requesting also 
that the final obseguies be deferred until the 
early Autumn, when it would be their pleasure 
to remove the’ body from the vault in Grace 
Church to its Jast resting-place. This offer was 
accepted by the mother and family of tho de- 
ceased. It has since been decided by some of 
Commander Gorringe’s friends to erect a monu- 
ment to his memory, and consequently another 
plot in the same grounds has been selected for 
the interment. It overlooks the Hudson, and 
the monument will be visible from the river and 
also from the eastern bank.

NOVEMBER MAGAZINES. 

The North. American Review ‘for . this 
‘month is quite upto ‘the. number for last 
month, and that was the best:of many ‘Te- 
cent numbers. Rarely does ‘any ‘ maga- 
zine present, soxeminent-and varied a list 
of contributors. There are Castelar, 
Walt Whitman, Admiral. Ammen, Dr. 
Schaff, H. B. Washburne, Eugene. Schuy- 
ler, James Parton, Gail Hamilton, and 
several others whose reputation is na-~ 
tional, And the best of it Is that these 
writera write on subjects with which 
their reputations have been associated, as 
Castelar on democracy in Europe, Ad- 
miral Ammen on Granf, Dr. Schaff on 
priestcraft, Mr. Washburne on Lincoln, 
and Mr. Sohuyler on Bulgaria. More- 
over, their themes are vitally interest- 
ing, and this cannot be said of 
all themes that find treatment in 
the magazines. An extremely attractive 
feature of the North American for this 
month has been a development of no 
name essays, and the present paper, 
“Style and the Monument,” is especially 
so. It relates to the proposed Grant 
memorial, which should be, says the au- 
thor, a round Roman tomb of noble 
dimensions treated as to its details in 
Romanesque style. But the charm of the 
paper lies in the literary style quite as 
much as in the suggestions contained in it. 
The writer is obviously a gentleman of 
fine culture, education, and taste, who 
at the same time is not a professional 
writer. 

The Atlantic prints a short paper by 
Rebecca Harding Davis giving some testi- 
mony in the oase of the negro problem. 
She is not content with recent magazine 
pictures of the condition of things, A 
struggle isin progress which must result 
in affecting permanently not only the do- 
mestic relations of the two races, but also 
their commercial prosperity and ‘the 
place the South will hereafter hold in the 
scale of civilized peoples.”’ Two sig- 
nificant facts stand out to _ her. 
One is the universal and increasing 
demand in every Southern State 
for skilled labor; ‘every kind of 
craftsman who‘can efficiently aid in the 
countless new industries which are strug- 
gling into existence in the South” are need- 
ed. The second is the need of training for 
the colored people in the work of their 
hands. The negro exhibit.at the New- 
Orleans show was pathetic; it was ‘ pitia- 
ble as a display of wasted cleverness.” 
Said aplanter in Alabama to Mrs. Davis: 

“IfI could work 20 intelligent Germans 
instead of 200 negroes I could double my 
cotton crap this year.”’ 

.Harper is pictorially as attractive as 
common. Otherwise itis strong and en- 
tertaining. Mr. Wheatley’s account of 
the New-York stock Exchange is an or- 
derly and informing presentation of a 
popular subject and quite readable to per- 
sons to whom!Mr. Wheatley tells nothing 
new. The illustrations are taking. cua- 
temala is an enticing subject for a 
magazinist, and the article which O. J. 
Victor contributes does reasonable justice 
to that country, Mr. Edward Howland, 
ina paper entitled ** The Familistere at 
Guise,” gives an account of a recent 
French experiment of associating work- 
men with their employer in a way that 
makes them not only earners of wages 
but participants in the profits of the in- 
dustry carried on. The article will 
have an interest of a quite apecial 
kind for readers interested in the 
great labor problem. Mr. Bigelow’s 
recollections of Lord Houghton are rather 
few in number, but they are readable as 
far as they go. He sees well into the poet's 
character and makes an essentially just 
estimate of his place among poets. ‘He 
was of the Epicurean faith. With him it 
was all of life to live, if not all of death to 
die. To such the richest fountains of 
poetical wisdom are never opened,” 
There was a strange fascination to him in 
doubtful positions and things of more or 
less disordered character. He felt as lively 
a curiosity to know a phenomenally bad 
man as a phenomenally good one, and 
there was nothing human or inhuman that 
lay beyond the range of his curiosity. 

he Popular science Monthly opens with 
an illustrated paper on a well worn but 
seemingly perpetually attractive theme— 
the flying machine. Accounts are given 
of many contrivances, and the final verdict 
is that the results of thetrials ‘‘are far 
from encouraging.”’ Still, we are comfort- 
ed with the assurance that there are the 
birds, and that they completely refute the 
arguments of those who say; it is impos- 
sible to build a successful flying machine. 
Several other papers in the Pupular Sci-+ 
ence are noteworthy this month. Itis an 
unusually attractive issue. 

Mr. Alma-Tadema’s ‘* Who is It?” in the 
guise of a woodcut occupies the front 
page of the Art Mayazine. The principal 
figure, a woman, loaks over the wall to 
see who comes. The engraving can hard- 
ly do justice to Alma-Tadema’s work, 
and only serves to give us some idea 
of the composition. Inan article on ‘*The 
Dart,” that brawling ‘ deep-throated” 
English stream, there are many very ex- 
cellent woodcuts, the one called ‘t Buck- 
land Beacon,’’ with its distant hill top, 
being cleverly engraved. In a review of 
current art atthe Grosvenor Gallery isa 
woodcut of Walter Bartlett’s *‘ Preparing 
for the Swimming Match,’”’ This is a nota- 
hly good bit of engraving, perhaps a trifle 
injured by the printing, but neverthe- 
less admirable work. For finish, strong 
effects, close cutting, and contrast 
it is nrost worthy af commendation. 
The original picture of Mr. Bartlett's must 
be a very clever one. Book collectors 
who know all about those pretty little vol- 
umes issued in France during the middle 
and close of the last century fully ap- 
preciate the vignettes which adorn their 
La Fontaine, which illustrations were due 
to Chodowiecki. Of Chodowiecki, the 
German artist, Mr, Austin Dobson writes 
a most interesting chapter. How prim 
are to-day some of these figures! Look 
at the gentleman and the lady in the 





minuette, how they sway and bal- 
ance themselves like birds, their 
arma flopping around like wings. Look, 


too, at the three polite little boys in bob 
wigs, their little hands on their hearts, 
their little cocked hats under their arms, 
paying their ‘morning compliment’ to 
their parents. When Chodowiecki tried 
to do a piece of work over g few inches 
square he generally failed, but for minute 
bits of etching he was very happy, for in 
the latter case his mistakes were mini- 
mized. In imagination he was below Ho- 
garth, but he had, as Mr. Dobson says, ‘a 
quality of grace, combined with the subtle 
sense of the naiveté of childhood, a refined 
appreciation of feminine beauty, which 
Hogarth seldom showed.” Mr, Richard 
Heath’s “Female Headgear,” showing 
how the women arranged their hair in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
forms an interesting chapter. Queen Bess 
had 80 wigs, and her color was the Tudor 
one, a decided red. It was not lucky to 
see the Virgin (Queens with bare polls. 
For having thus sighted that Merciful 
Lady without her scratch Essex lost his 
own head. Poor Mary Stuart! what a 
mockery of fashion that was when the 
axeman, lifting up Mary's poor severed 
head, showed the wig on it. Itis said that 
that periwig is still preserved. 

The two etchings in the Portfolio for 
October have merit. The one by Massé, 
after Felix Ziem’s ** Venice,” is full of that 
light and brilliancy peculiar to the paint- 
er, Insuch a fantastic medium as *‘Venice”’ 
presents an artist may be forgiven for in- 
accuracies in regard to shipping. The 
other etching, ‘‘ Deer in Windsor Park,” 
by Mr. Heywood Hardy, is as good a pro- 
duction of the needle as we have seen for 
a long time in the Portfolio. Drawing, 
tone, color are all excellent, as are the 
oaks under which stand the antlered herd. 
All those particular points one asks of the 
etcher are to be seen there, strength and 
delicacy of handhng combined. In the 
text may be found the influence of “the 
mendicant orders upon the revival of art,”’ 
the tenth paper on Windsor, and Julia 
Cartwright gs‘ St. Augustine Abbey, Can- 
terbury.”

A 
high-soaring, clear, enthusiastic soul, in wnose 
speech there is much of all that one wants to 
find in speech. A sharp, subtle intellect, too, 
and less of that shoreless Asiatic dreaminess than 
1 have sometimes met with in her writings. We 
like one another very well, I think, and the 
Springs, too. were favorites, but on the whole 
it could not be conceded, least ot all from the 
sharp femule intellect, ‘that this Carlyle was a 
dreadfully heterodox, not to say a dreadfully 
savage, fellow at heart; believing no syllable of 
all that gospel of fraternity, benevolence, and 
new heaven on earth, preached forth, by all 
manner of ‘advanced’ creatures, from George 
Sandto Elihu Burritt, in these days; that in 
fact the said Carlyle, not only disbelieved all 
that, but treated it as poisonous cant—sweetness 
of sugar of lead—a detestable phosphorescence 
from the dead body of a Christianity that would 
not admit itself to be dead, and lie buried with 
all its unspeakable putrescences, as a venerable

lino was situated. The rooms of the first floor 
of the Palazzo Sirignano sufficiently correspond 
with Goethe’s description of those of the 
“Jocanda del Signor Morieoni,” in which he 
lodged. Onthe same floor there subsequently 
existed for many years the Hotel au Globe, (still 
represented by a few rooms,) which, perhaps, 
succeeded to the locanda inhabited by Goetbe. 
Possibly a commemorative tablet may be affixed 
to the Palazzo Sirignano similar to that placed a 
few years ago in Palermo on the house in which 
Goethe lodged in 1737.

THE EFFECT ON PARTIES. 


It is plain that both parties in this State 
are undergoing a series of active and 
pretty extensive changes in the pending 
canvass, the net result of which will 
probably be beneficial to the people of the 
State. The Democratic Party, from pres- 
ent appearances, will come out of the 
contest considerably weakened and, let us 
hope, chastened. The Republican Party 
had its chastening last year, and bids fair 
to issue from the struggle with its good 
tendencies confirmed and some of its 
errors corrected. In both parties, how- 
ever, the force of mere partisanship will 
be greatly reduced, and in all directions 
the influence of independence and con- 
scientiousness in political action is likely 
to be perceptibly and practically strength- 
ened. 

It was inevitable that the success of last 
year should bring on an internal struggle 
for the Democrats, They were only par- 
tially united in even a nominal support of 
Mr. CLEVELAND, whose high aims in pub- 
lic life, with his firmness and vigor in 
pursuing them, drove from him a consid- 
erable minority, even after his nomina- 
tion. Of those who did support him not 
all, by any mearf&, really accepted his 
views of the public service or expected 
that he would adhere to them and give 
them substantial shape in actual admix 
istration. There were many of his 
party who sustained the reform idea 
only because it was necessary in order to 
carry the election, and never dreamed 
that it would be boldly, persistently, and 
patiently applied. When the State elec- 
tion approached it was found that the 
elements which were not in hearty sympa- 
thy with the President’s principles had 
control of the machinery, and they used 
it to place in nomination for the Govern- 
orship a candidate who was in character 
and purpose and associations and methods 
the embodiment of the old partisan, spoils 
seeking notion of Democracy. This nom- 
ination has drawn the line very sharp- 
ly between those who supported the 
Democratic ticket last year in order 
to secure reform and those who sought 
only a party victory to be followed bya 
distribution of the plunder. The former 
class will not vote for Mr. Hint. They 
will many of them vote directly against 
him, and the remainder either will not 
vote at all or may throw their votes away 
on the Prohibition ticket. If by this 
means the Democratic candidate be de- 
feated, as we believe he will be, the worse 
elements in the party will hardly have the 
strength next year that they have shown 
this year. The Democracy will have 
learned what a bad candidate and bad 
politics cost. : 

The Republicans learned that lesson last 
year and have applied it practically. They 
are likely to learn the converse this year— 
how much a good candidate and sound 
politics are worth in the present condition 
of public sentiment. Both are valuable 
lessons. Neither is likely to be soon for- 
gotten. Undoubtedly there are elements 
in the Republican Party alsoon whom 
success will have a bad effect, who will 
misunderstand the terms on which it is 
won, and who will seek to divert its 
fruits to their personal or factional 
advantage. But the independent ele- 
ment will have learned what it 
can accomplish and what it can 
prevent, and being unembarrassed by 
selfish ends and as ready in the future as 
in the past to use its power in either di- 
rection—for or against the party—as cir- 
cumstances may make it a duty to use it, 
its influence will be greatly reinforced. 
It will be all the greater because it will 
be recruited, and largely recruited, from 
the Democratic Party. The events of 
these two years will result in uniting in 
common purposes a very large body of 
voters unhampered by partisan ties which

_and sure to act in cogent restraint upon

the evil and as . vigorous stimulus to 
the better tendencies in both parties. 

That this process is very extensive is 
shown clearly by the aspeét of politics in 
thé two great tities of Brooklyn and New- 
York, Tammany, the special represéntative 
of the spoils idea in the Democratic Party, 
returned from its signal victory in the 
State Convention to be met by determined 
Democratic opposition in the local con- 
test. The McLaughlin ring in Brooklyn, 
having joined in debauchment of the par- 
ty in the State, is met by a still more de- 
termined opposition in the very important 
Mayoralty canvassin that city, and the in- 
dependent movement there is directed as 
well against the partisan machine which 
aids MCLAUGHLIN, if it is ;not controlled 
by him, in the Republican Party. It has 
hitherto been in these two cities that the 
spoils politicians in each party have been 
strongest and most outrageous. The diffi- 
culty they are having in carrying out 
their schemes is a hopeful evidence of the 
very wholesome change that has already 
made so great progress in our politics 
and is sure to make still greater. 











PARTY RULE IN BROOKLYN. 


The question of the Mayoralty in Brook- 
lyn has been unfortunately confused by 
the action of the Republican City Con- 
vention. There are some considerations 
which may make it clear to the right- 
minded citizen whois not closely informed 
as to the motives of political managers 
and is inclined, other things being equal, 
to vote for his party candidates. The first 
of these is that the charter of Brooklyn is 


not adapted to administration by parties. | 


It is doubtful if any charter could be de- 
vised that would make party government 
either easy or safeinalarge city. But 
whether this is so or not, the present char- 
ter of Brooklyn is not such a one. Itis 
expressly designed for administration by 
the great body of the voters independent of 
party. The powers of the Mayor are great, 
varied, and direct. He not only names the 
heads of the more important administra- 
tive offices in the city, but he names them 
without any check. The approval of no 
other man or body of men is required to 
make the appointments complete and 
final. Nor this alone; the Police Depart- 
ment, the Department of Public Works, 
and the Department of the Collection of 
Taxes have each a single head in order 
that responsibility for everything done in 
each of these departments may be traced 
straight to the Mayor. There is but one 
Mayor, and in each of these essential 
branches of the city business there is but 
one appointee of the Mayor. If things go 
wrong it cannot be pleaded in excuse that 
there was a conflict of opinion or of pow- 
ers. Each officer is responsible to the 
Mayor, and the Mayor is responsible for 
all the officers. 

When the voters seek a remedy for bad 
management in the past or security for 
good management in the future it is to 
the Mayor they look, and in the choice of 
that one elective officer they can effect a 
complete change or a faithful continu- 
ance of policy. Some of the gentlemen 
who in good faith urge the electionof a 
partisan candidate for Mayor argue that 
the way to secure good government is to 
hold each party responsible for its candi- 
date. But clearly this introduces precise- 
ly the confusion which the present system 
was adopted to get rid of. You cannot 
hold a whole party organization responsi- 
ble directly and beyond escape as you can 
one man. You cannot punish a party as 
immediately as you can punish an indi- 
vidual. 

in the second place, there is no such 
thing as party responsibility for municipal 
management, because the party is nota 
municipal organization. It isa State and 
national organization. It appeals to its 
members most strongly with reference to 
State and national issues. It may be su- 
premely right as to these and all wrong as 
tothe city. Indeed, the more thoroughly 
it enlists the conscience or feeling or in- 
terests of its members as to the larger 
questions the more unsafe it is as to local 
matters, because? the more apt it is to fall 
into the hands of men who avail them- 
selves of its national or State strength to 
carry out their purposes in city matters. 
The situation in Brooklyn illustrates this 
very forcibly. If the Republican Party 
were bad and weak throughout the 
State; if its candidate for Governor 
were hopeless of election and _ there 
were no prospect of its gaining power in 
the Nation; if it had no strong hold on 
the convictions and the sentiments of a 
large body of voters, Mr. ‘‘ AL” DaGGETT 
would mot care to run its City Convention, 
and his friend, Gen. CATLIN, would not 
have been nominated. The delusive theo- 
ry that the Republican Party is entitled to 
blind allegiance in city affairs because it 
has shown itself a strong and worthy 
party in State matters gave Mr. DaGaetTr 
his opportunity, and he is ‘‘ working it for 
allit is worth.” If it were possible to elect 
Mr. CaTLin, he would feel such responsi- 
bility as he acknowledged at all to the 
party and to its managers, especially to 
Mr. DaaGetr. Does any one suppose that 
that would be a healthy state of affairs? 

Mr. WHITNEY is in no better case. He, 
too, isa party man. Hither of these can- 
didates would be bound by party ties. 
With either of them the ‘“ party” 
would be the machine, and whether 
the machine were in the hands of 
HueH McLavGHLin or in those of 
ALBERT DAGGETT would make but very 
little difference. The city in either case 
would suffer. Exactly the reverse would 
be true in Gen. Woopwarp’s case. He 
would be independent of any party, but 
he would not be independent of the peo- 
ple. He would have every inducement 
to do right and none whatever to do wrong. 
‘He would have his reputation to sustain 
by an able and honest administration, 
and he would not be tempted to run any 
risk to that reputation in order to court 
the favor of a set of party managers. We 
put aside the question of the capacity of 
the several candidates. On that score 
Gen. Woppwarp is far ahead of both the 
others. We put aside also the question of 
personal character. As to that the com- 
parison between Gen. Woopwarp ard 
Gen. CaTLIN must be made by those who 
know them intimately, while Mr. WuHIT- 
NEY’s character is rather negatively than

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JONES OF BINGHAMTON IN 1870. 


Among the delegates to the Republican 
State Convention of 1870, which met at 
Saratoga on Sept. 7, was a gentleman 
whose exuberant and fantastic mustache 
made him conspicuous among the plainer, 
close-shaven men who sat in the conven- 
tion with him. The gentleman’s name 
was JONES—JoNzES of Binghamton, Gen. 
EpwarpD F. Jones. It was the identical 
man and the self-same mustache which 
now form so amusing and picturesque a 
feature of the Democratic State ticket. 
JONES was a Republican in those days. 

It has not altogether escaped the at- 
tention of readers of newspapers that 
JONES isa veteran. It chanced that on 
the day before the meeting of the con- 
vention in which he served as the delegate 
of the Republicans of Broome County 
there was held in Saratogaa State Con- 
vention of war veterans, called by the 
Kings County War Club. Gen. Epwarp 
F. JoNES was a delegate to this conven- 
tion, also, and served as Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions. .The reso- 
lutions reported by Gen. JONES and 
unanimously adopted by the convention 
were not less Republican in their tone than 
those adopted by the Republican State 
Convention on the following day. They 
pledged a loyal support to Gen. GRANT’S 
Administration, and indorsed in advance 
the work of the next day’s convention, 
But from the point of view of the poli- 
tician of to-day the most interesting of the 
resolutions reported by, JONES of Bing- 
hamton were those in which he de- 
nounced Tammany Hall. Gen. JONEs’s 
former opinions of his present associates 
and supporters are here reproduced: 

** Resolved, That in our judgment the over- 
shadowing question of State politics of to-day is 
simply, Shall the people, through honest elec- 
tions, select their own rulers and frame their 
own laws, or shall an unscrupulous and desper- 
ate clique of New-York City politicians, by 
means of fraudulent registrations, corrupt in- 
spectors and canvassers, organized systems of 
repeaters and bullies, and by false counting of 
ballots untairly defeat the will of the people, 
place their pliart tools in office, and plunder the 
great metropolis at will? 

** Resolved, That as we fought against treason 
when our flag was in danger, and never paused 
to ask the politics of our comrades, 80 now we 
pledge ourselves and all good soldiers of what- 
ever party that in the coming political contest 
we heartily unite in opposing and striking down 
corrupt men, who to-day own and control 
Tammany Hall, and who, through the ma- 
chinery of that secret society, coerce and ruie 
the Democratic organization of the State.” 

There is one more phrase worth quoting. 
It is a very significant one. ‘This ques- 
tion,” said Gen. Jonexs’s_ resolutions, 
‘‘affects the entire State, for the corrup- 
tions of city politics are already reaching 
out into the rural districts, demoralizing 
the weak and disheartening the good.” Is 
it possible that Jones of Binghamton was 
at that time aware of TWEED’s partner- 
ship with Davip B. HILL in the newspaper 
business and of the yet more disgraceful 
political alliance of the city corruptionist 
and the “weak” young gentleman from 
Chemung? 

Jones of Binghamton in these reso- 
lutions of fifteen years ago denounced in 
terms none too strong the wickedness of 
Tammany. His present supporters are to 
a great extent the very men who 
were leaders in Tammany in_ 1870, 
and their purposes and principles are 
unchanged. It is a very singular 
circumstance that Gen. JoNrEs should 
now be running as a_ candidate 
for office upon a ticket headed by the 
most prominent representative of the 
Tweed ring now in public life, TwrEp’s 
old partner and legislative agent, Davip 
B. HILL, and that he should be in nightly 
council with the ‘‘ unscrupulous and des- 
perate clique of New-York City politi- 
cians” whom he so vigorously scored at 
the veterans’ convention of 1870, 








THE -THIRD SECTION OF THE ED- 
MUNDS ACT. 


‘It is reported from Idaho that the recent 
conviction at Blackfoot of a polygamist 
who is not a member of the Mormon 
Church “has created a profound impres- 
sion” among those Mormons who-had been 
taught to believe that the Edmunds law 
had been enacted and enforced for the 
punishment of Mormons alone. GaARRI- 
SON, the polygamist whose conviction is 
referred to, was formerly a Mormon, but 
was expelled from the church for having 
taken a second wife after his Bishop had 
forbidden him to do so. The Federal 
court has therefore punished him for a 
cyime which he had committed in direct 
opposition to the mandate of the church. 
It does not seem probable that the Mor- 
mons have been deeply moved by his 
misfortunes. If GARRISON had been a 
“Gentile” all his life his punishment 
might have deprived the Mormons in 
Idaho of an argument which has been 
used among the “‘ Saints” with great effect. 

If there are in Idaho or Utah men 
not connected with the Mormon Church 
who are breaking the law under which 
Mormons have been prosecuted they 
should be prosecuted and punished. Their 
conviction would give new force to the 
movement against polygamy. It may be 
said that there are no polygamists among 
the ‘‘Gentiles” of Utah and Idaho. But 
the prosecutions that have sent s0 many 
Mormon polygamists to the penitentiary 
were not carried on under the first 
section of the Edmunds act, which 
provides punishment for polygamy, 
but under the third section of that 
act. The first section says: ‘‘ Every per- 
son who has a husband or wife living who 
hereafter marries another, whether mar- 
ried or single, and any man who hereafter 
simultaneously, or on the same day, mar- 
ries more than one woman, is guilty of 
polygamy, and shall be punished by a fine 
‘of not more than $500 and by imprison- 
ment for aterm of not more than five 
years.” The prosecutors discovered that 
in most cases they could not prove the 
polygamous marriages. For this reason 
they proceeded under the third section, 
which is as follows: 

“ SEOTION 8. That if any male person, in a Ter- 
ritory or other place over which the United 


States have exclusive jurisdiction, hereafter 
oohahita with more than one woman he shall be 
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‘not enforced impartially. 
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deemed guilty of s misdenieahor, and on con- 
viction thereof eha)l be punished by & fine of not 
more thati $300, or by imprisofment for not 
moré than siz months, 6? by Both said punish- 
menta, in the disoretion of the court.” 

This section, it will bé seen, differs 
materially from the first, Under it the 
prosecutor is not required to prove any 
marriage ceremony, and the guilty de- 
fendant is punished, not for polygamy or 
bigamy, but for a misdemeanor. There 
have been very few convictions under the 
first section. Bishop SHarP and many 
others have been convicted under the 
third. 

No one asserts that there are ‘‘ Gentile” 
polygamists in Utah. Still, there may be 
“Gentiles” there who are guilty of the 
misdemeanor for which these Mormons 
have been punished. This effective use 
of the third section against Mormons 
alone has given force, at least among 
the members of the Mormon Church, to 
the assertion so-frequently made by Mor- 
mon leaders that the law has not been 
enforced with impartiality. That was the 
burden of the protest submitted to the 
President in May last by a Mormon dele- 
gation. Those delegates declared that the 
Federal court in Salt Lake City had re- 
fused to enforce the third section against 
‘‘Gentiles,” and had stated that “this 
law was not made to be applied to non- 
Mormons.” They even alleged that a 
‘*Gentile” who had been arrested and was 
by his own confession guilty of violating 
the third section had been released by the 
court on the ground that the law did not 
affect such cases. 

But the law is plain. The misdemeanor 
is clearly described, and no male person, 
Mormon or ‘‘Gentile,” is protected by 
any special provision in it. Polygamy 
should be suppressed, and all law-abiding 
citizens rejoice because the courts have 
been so successful thus far in enforcing 
the law; but there should be no founda- 
tion for the Mormons’ complaint that it is 
If there are 
‘* Gentiles” who should be prosecuted, a 
failure to prosecute them enables Mormon 
leaders to confirm in the minds of their 
ignorant and deluded adherentsa belief 
that the law is aimed at their religion 
and not at polygamy. 

And this third section of the Edmunds 
act is law for the city of Washington as 
well as for Utah and Idaho. It is a law 
passed by Congress to be enforced ‘in a 
Territory or other place over which the 
United States have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion.” This may have escaped the at- 
tention of prosecutors in the District of 
Columbia. 





Proceedings in the suit in equity against 
the Bell Telephone Company at Memphis 
were begun by District Attorney McCor- 
RY, who had obtained permission from 
the Department of Justice to takesuch a 
course. In the suit against Zenas D. 
WARREN, begun two or three days ago in 
Boston, a bill in equity was filed by At- 
torney-General GARLAND himself. This 
Boston suit closely resembles the suit 
brought in Memphis and afterward with- 
drawn. WARREN procured a patent in 
May last for a composition to be used by 
papermakers. The McCorry bill alleged 
that BELL procured his original pat- 
ent by fraud; it is alleged in this 
bill that WarReEN obtained his pat- 
ent by fraud. As in the Memphis case, 
so in this, the National Government: asks 
the court to declare the patent null and 
void. The defendant is required to show 
cause on Nov. 3 why an injunction should 
not issue. It is said that WaRREN has 
brought suit against several manufactur- 
ers who have used the composition for 
two or three years. The trial of these 
suits would probably settle the dispute 
as to the validity of WARREN’s patent, but 
it appears that the Department of Justice 
is convinced that the patent should be an- 
nulled and is willing to save the manu- 
facturers the expense of costly litigation. 
If the case against WARREN is a clear one 
they may reasonably ask the Government 
to do the work.

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YESTERDAY’S CONCERTS. 

Mme. Judic’s appearance at the Casino 
last evening attracted the largest audience gath- 
ered to witness her performances since her 
American début. There were not a few vacant 
seats in the parquet—these having probably 
been bought by speculators and left upon their 
hands—but the balcony was packed and every 
foot of standing room occupied. The people 
that heard Mme. Judic in the four or five 
little songs making up her contribution to last 
night’s entertainment may say that they have 


done so. They cannot lay claim to having accom- 
plished anything more. Mme, ‘Judic’s chanson- 
nettes vary pleasantly the dialogue of a farce, 
but by themselves they convey a very siender 
idea of the artist’s powers, Nor does her finished 
rendering of these little ditties show her to 
begreatly superior In any respect to her pred- 
ecessors in the sameline. Voiceless Mme, T'héo, 
even, impressed a crowd in a large auditorium 
more vividly than does Mme. Judic, whose work 
is particularly remarkable for its naturalness 
and delicacy. And there is no gainsaying the fact 
that the latter attributes of singing and acting are 
not those that a miscelianeous assemblage most 
readily appreciates. Mme. Judic, however, was 
heartily applauded yesterday, and all her num- 
bers were encored. She sang the ‘“ Colonel’s 
Song” from “ La Femme 4 Papa,” in which the 
material benefit to the country at large 
of a regiment’s sojourn in a convent is 
illustrated by its consequences; “Le trou 
de ja serrure,”’ in which the sights that were be- 
held through the keyholes ot four apartments 
on different floors of a Parisian tenement’ are 
narrated or suggested; aduet with Mr. Cooper; 
Planquette’s pretty ** Bras dessus, bras dessous,”’ 
and a Spanish song. Mile. Raymonae took part 
in the concert, and so did M. Dupuis and 
Mr. Levy, the latter performer introducing him- 
self through the medium of Gounod-Bach’s

As materials for biography the writings 
and speeches of Samuel J. Tilden, collect- 
ed by Mr. Bigelow and published in two 
bulky volumes, are chiefly remarkable for 
what they do not contain. Mr. Bigelow 
expresses extreme regret for his inability 
to include in these volumes “any ade- 
quate memorial of Mr. Tilden’s strictly 
professional career,”’ and yet this discrim- 
inating editor finds room for matter a 
good deal less interesting, e. g., Mr, Til- 
den's veto messages as Governor in 1875 
and 1876, and several rather vapid ‘‘ vaca- 
tion speeches’ delivered in the latter year. 
This is the more to be regretted since, up 
to the year 1871, Mr. Tilden. was somewhat 
contemptuously described by the lead- 
ing newspaper of his party as a mere 
“railroad lawyer and politician.” The 
trustful reader of Mr. Bigelow’s volumes 
might hastily conclude that Mr. Tilden 
became a publicist when he was first put 
into breeches, a finished political contro- 
versialist while yet in his teens, and one 
of the foremost of American statesmen 
long before he reached middle age. Such 
a theory of the evolution of ‘poor old 
Tilden’ would have been regarded as in 
the last degree absurd had it been suggest- 
ed 15 years ago, and about that epoch 
nothing would have been further from 


. the thoughts of the Hon. John Bigelow. 


The connecting link between the railroad 
lawyer and politician stage of Tilden’s 
development and his later apotheosis as 
a representative American statesman is 
to be found in Mr. Tilden’s connection 
with the overthrow of the Tweed 
ring. On this subject Mr. Bigelow’s 
book contains either too much or too little. 
Too much if Mr. Tilden’s ingenious piece 
of special pleading entitled ‘“‘ The New- 
York Ring; Its Origin, Maturity, and Fall,”’ 
is to be accepted as history, and too little 
if the long and intimate relations between 
Mr. Tilden and Tweed and his gang are to 
be studied in connection with his subse- 
quent services in the cause of reform. No- 
body ever called in question ,the value of 
these services till Mr. Tilden and his eulo- 
gists, afterward consolidated ‘into the 
‘* bureau of nincompoops,”’ tried to make 
too much of them. As a study of the 
growth of the historical myth the story of 
Mr. Tilden’s achievements as a ring 
breaker is equally instructive and inter- 
esting. It has attained what may be 
called its highest expression in Mr. Bige- 
low’s preface, when he says: ‘ He [Til- 
den] planned the campaign, he secured 
the requisite legislation, he bore much the 
largest share of the expense, aud finally 
he led the storming party which drove 
Tweed and his predatory associates to pris- 
on or into exile.”” Compare that extremely 
broad statement with this declaration in 
the apologetic pamphlet to which we have 
referred: ‘I have been concerned in no 
attempt to appropriate to myself, or to 
any set of men, or to any party, the merit 
of having overthrown the ring,” and, 
after due reference to intervening and 
authorized campaign biographies, the 
manner of growth of the Tilden legend 
may be partially appreciated. 

The question which posterity will be 
likely to ask, and which Mr. Bigelow’s 
book does not answer, is, ‘‘ What were the 
antecedent facts?’ Among them were 
these: Mr. Tilden was Chairman of the 
New-York Demoocratic State Committee 
from 1866 tothe date of his nomimation as 
Governorin 1874. The first five years of that 
period marked the rise of Tweedism into a 
supreme power alike in the city and the 
State. Mr. Tilden’s relations to Tweed in 
these years could hardly be called un- 
friendiy. They certainly were not so in 
1866, when Mr. Tilden wrote as follows to 
the ‘*bankrupt chairmaker,” who was 
then beginning to assume the character of 
a Democratic leader: 

No. 15 GRAMERCY PARK, 
Aug 12, 1866—11 A. M. i 

My Dear Srr: I decided togo to Philadel- 
phia in the morning, and shall not be able to see 
you before lleave. Mr. Richmond is at the St. 
Nicholas, somewhat ull. If well enough, he will 
come on the 2 P. M. train. Whether he is there 
to-day or not, I hope you will not fail to be in 
Philadelphia. Very truly your friend,

Hon. WILuLrAM M. TWEED. 


They had not become unfriendly in 1867, 
when,after having lauded Andrew Johnson 
ataState Convention as in his (Tilden’s) 
judgment ‘ the best depositary of Demo- 
cratic ideas in the country—the ideas that 
were entertained by Jefferson, Madison,and 
Jackson, of whom he is now the best rep- 
resentative in common life,’ it was stated 
in a Washington dispatch to a New-York 
newspaper that “Samuel J. Tilden and 
other New-York politicians are still 
here looking after the Naval Office.’’ 
They remained undisturbed in 1868, 
even _ after Oakey Hall affixed 
Mr. Tilden’s signature to the infa- 
mous circular to the Chairmen of Demo- 
cratic Committees throughout the State 
asking them to communicate with ‘some 
reliable person in three or four princi- 
pal towns, and in each city of your [their] 
county,” and requesting the transmis- 
sion by telegraph to William M. Tweed of 
such person’s estimate of the vote, so that 
the proper amount of ballotstuffing might 
be done in New-York. In the expressive 
words of Horace Greeley, Mr. Tilden not 
merely by silence but by positive assump- 
tion covered up these frauds with the 
mantle of his respectability, and on the 
principle that the receiver is as bad as the 
thief he was as deeply implicated in them 
as if his name were Tweed. 


All through this period of his connection 
with the men who were already becoming 
adepts in the methods of robbing the pub- 
lic Treasury of New-York, Mr. Tilden’s 
“respectability” was taken for granted. 
To those who knew something of his 
achievements in railroad consolidation 
and of ‘‘the spurious and bastard cur- 
rency” with which he and his associate 
mine owners had flooded the Michigan 
peninsula, his respectability may have ad- 
initted of sundry qualifications, but so far 
as his connection with New-York politics 
was concerned it was very justly as- 
sumed that Mr. Tilden was himself in- 
capable of stealing, even if he might be 
disposed to turn his back while others 
were doing so in the interests of the party. 
His respectability ‘certainly gave weight 
to his opening speech before the conven- 
tion of 1869 in which he congratulated the 
people upon “the auspicious result of the 
two years’ administration in our State by 
a Democratic State officer’—Gov. Hoff- 
man to wit—and tothe resolution which 
he helped to draft in which the man who 
had stamped with his executive approval 
the infamous Erie Classification act was 
extolled for ‘his effective hostility to cor- 
rupt and special legislation.”” This was 
hardly the kind of reformer from whom 
Tweed and his co-workers had much to 


.fear. And in 1870, when Mr. Tilden made 


that speech against the Tweed charter 
*THE WRITINGS AND SPEECHES OF 8AMURL

which he and the editor of his publig 
papers would have us regard as an epoch-« 
making deliverance, he seems tc have 
been as careful as Bottom to “aggravate” 
his voice so that he roared as gently ag 
any sucking dove. Says Mr. Tilden in hig 
pamphlet of 1878 which Mr. Bigelow 
presents as material for history: ‘I felt 
more scorn that [ ever remember for 
the pusillanimity which characterized 
the hour.” Said Mr. Tilden in the 
opening of his speech before the Senate 
Committee on Cities of which Tweed was 
Chairman: “ ! have no feelings of unkind- 
ness to any human being. To yourself, 


Mr. Chairman, or to anybody else I am un- 
conscious of ever having done an unkind 
act or entertained an unkind: feeling.” 
This Mr. Pigelow does not report, nor 
vhe appropriate cioso of the same ad- 
dress: “ I trust, Sir, that with your best 
faculties applied to the subject you may 
achieve results that will be satisfactory to 
all.” For a man who was hanging up his 
‘solitary protest against the crime about 
0 be committed” this was a somewhat 
nerveless way of wielding the hammer. 

But, having delivered his protest, suck 
as it was, Mr. Tilden saw fit to subside into 
&@ silence from which the progress of the 
warfare on the ring failed to arouse him. 
Mr. Tilden’s theory, after the event, was 
that there were but two great attacks 
upon the ring—the first in Albany in April, 
1870, and the second atthe polls in New- 
York in November, 1871. As Mr. Tilden’s 
poms: reproduced in Mr. Bigelow’s 

rst volume, puts it, ‘The Sth of April. 
1870, and the 7th of November, 1871, were 
the two days of battle.” Mr. Tilden is en- 
tirely too modest. It is true that be made 
a speech before the Senate Committee on 
Cities on April 4, 1870, to which nobody paid 
much attention, and that he made another 
speech before a public meeting in the 
Cooper Union on Nov. 6, 1871, which re- 
ceived a good deal of notice. But a great 
many things had happened in the mean- 
time; otherwise Mr. Tilden’s speech on 
the eve of the election would have been 
as impotent a fulmination against the 
ring as was his very guarded protest 
while the Tweed charter was being rushed 
through the Legislature. In these inter- 
vening events Mr. ‘Silden was a partici- 
pator to this extent and no more—he 
avalyzed the ring deposits in the Broad- 
way Bank so as to trace into the accounts 
of the chief conspirators or their agents 
the amount of plunder allotted to them 
in the six million steal of the interim 
Board of Audit, and he was instrumental 
in procuring the appointment of Andrew 
H. Green as Deputy Controller. These 
were services of great value, and they had 
the merit not possessed by Mr. Tilden’s 
later services as counsel in the ring suits— 
they brought about practical results. But 
they fall very far short of justifying the 
claims on Mr. Tilden’s behalf with which 
the ‘*nincompoops’ of the Literary Bureau 
flooded the State in 1874 and the country in 
1876. 1t is needless to add that they are as 
absurdly inadequate to sustain the claim 
already quoted from Mr. Bigelow’s pref- 
ace. 

Let us examine somewhat in detail the 
events between September, 1870, and Sep- 
tember, 1871, of which Mr. Tilden’s pub- 
lic writings have so little to say. The 
Democratic State Convention of 1870 was 
held at Rochester on the 2lst of Septem- 
ber. Mr. Tilden, writing in 1873 character- 
izes itas ‘‘a body of honorable and re- 
spected gentleruen with the exception of a 
few members of the ring.’”’ for whose get- 
ting there Mr. Tilden washes his hands 
of all responsibility. The facts are 
that at the meeting of the Tammany 
General Committee called to elect dele- 
gates to the Rochester Convention 
an organized attempt was made ta 
oust Tweed from his position as Chair- 
man of the committee, that Tweed ad- 
journed the meeting and induced the 
Sachems of the Tammany Society, as cus- 
todians of the hall, to refuse its use for 
any further meetings ‘‘ until such time as 
differences could be healed and union ef- 
fected.”” Tweed solved the difficulty in 
his characteristic fashion. He had10 of 
the Tammany Sachems, who were also 





members of the General Commit- 
tee, appoint the delegates to the 
State Convention, and he was abise 


to secure the admission of these del- 





egates to the State Convention. while 
the others elected by the majority of the 
General Committee were recognized mere- 
ly as “spectuators.’”’ Mr. Tilden partici- 
pated in this action of the convention, and, 
. a8 he denominated it a body of ‘*‘ honored 
and respected gentlemen,’ he must have 
approved of it. In the protest submitted 
by the New-York malcontents the course 
of Tweed and his gang was denounced as 
having brought “disgrace and humilia- 
tion upon the Democratic Party and made 
the very name of Democracy a byword 
and reproach throughout the _ entire 
Union.” In the speech with which 
Mr. Tilden opened the convention 
there occur such pregnant sentences as 
these: ‘*‘ The condition of the European 
nations at this time and their history for 
the last 70 years throw a brilliant light 
on the prudent and wise sagacity of the 
men wholaid the foundation of the Repub- 
lic of America,” ‘**‘ Fellow-citizens, you 
cannot have popular institutions and free 
government with centralism in your po- 
litical institutions.’’ But of that most 
baneful and corrupt centralsm which 
Tweed had set up in New-York City and 
whos9 unscrupulousness was amply dem- 
onstrated before the convention Mr. 
Tilden had nothing to say. If the rela- 
tions between Mr. Tilden and the ring 
had become somewhat strained there 
was certainly no hint of it in his 
demeanor at Rochester. Nor did the 
great reformer seem to be at all moved by 
the series of appeals which THE TIMEs ad- 
dressed to him about this time to draw 
himself out of the bad company he was 
in. Of these let the following serve as a 
sample: ‘*‘Wedeny in toto that the ring 
is composed simply of half a dozen rich 
rascals who direct the politics of Tammany 
Hall. Every man who goes about with 
them or their associates, even if he confines 
his co-operation simply to declamation 
about ‘centralization,’ or ‘imperial- 
ism,’ or Cuba, or San Domingo, or 
-the currency, or the debt, and says no 
word at all of State politics, occupies to- 
ward them a position strictly analogous to 
that which the fence occupies to the thief.”’ 
As THE TimEs remarked when comment- 
ing on this language a few years later: ‘It 
might have been thought that such ‘heroic’ 
treatment would have had the effect of 
drawing Mr. Tilden to the side of the 
journal which was then struggling 
against the most shameless public plun- 
derer the wor!d had ever seen; but it did 
not.”” The denunciations of THE 'lIMEs in 
the Fall of 1870 had sufficient effect on 
the public mind to seriously alarm the 
members of the ring. At the sugges- 
tion, probably, of some of the bankers 
who were dealing in oity and county 
stocks, the celebrated Astor-Tayior inves- 
tigating committee was appointed to look 
over the Controller’s books by way of 
meeting the assaults of THE Times with 
a statement of the entire regularity with 
which the accounts of the city were kept. 
This shallow device deceived nobody who 
was not already prepared to be deceived, 
butit gave the newspaper organs of the 
ring a chance to show their gratitude for 
the corruption fund which was then being 
liberally dealt out to them. It certainly 
did not deceive Mr. Tilden, though no 
word of audible protest came from 
himin regard to its utterly baseless con- 
clusion *“ that the financial affairs of the 
city under the charge of the Controlier 
are administered in a correct and faithful 
manner.’ The fact that the report came 
out a few days in advance of a State eieo- 
tion in the issue of which Mr. Tilden had 
professed the liveliest interest may serve 
to account for his reticence. It is curious, 
by the way, that in the time which Mr. 
Tilden designated after the event as “the 
interval between two battles’ he should 
have entirely overlooked the importance 
of electing an honest Governor of the 
State. If, as he insists, ‘‘ the objective pot 
ot attack was the legislative power of the 
State—the Senators and Assemblymen’’— 
was it not of equal- importance to secure 
an Executive who could have effectually 
blocked all corrupt legislation? As Mr. Til- 
den points out, in the Legislature of 1871 
“the Democrats had not in either housg 
one vote to spare from the number neces- 
sary to pass a bill,’ and it is extremely 
doubtful whether Tweed could have se. 
cured Republican votes enough to pass q 
bill over the Governor’s veto. Gov. Hoff. 
man never gave him a chance to try. 
There was no ring measure from the 
ee city and county tax levies of 
1869 and 1870 to the consolidated debt acts 
of 1871, which was in any danger of a veto 





from the Executive whom Mr. Tilden had 
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combined with the plunderers of New- 
ork to eulogize, renoruinate, and re-elect. 

The result of the Fall election of 1870 
was claimed as a “vindication” by the 
ring. and already their plans were being 
laid for the capture of the Presidency. 
They had the city and the State, and these 
wére only less potent elements in a nation- 
al contest than they are to-day. But they 
must, somehow, get rid of the taint of 
vulgar swindling which the unremitting 
attacks of Tur Tres were every day rub- 
bing on deeper, and must appear be- 
fore the people as the practical 
exponents of economy and_ reform. 
Hence that precious device fathered 
by Nathaniel Sands and approved of 
by some men who should have known 
better—the 2 per cent. tax levy. Hence, 
also, the so-called consolidated debt acts, 
which were simply schemes to convert an 
unlimited amount of floating debt into 
bonds payable next century, thus enabling 
the conspirators to cover up what they had 
already stolen and to steal for the future 
without making any tangible impression 
on the annual tax bills. The 2 per cent. 
tax rate was a bid for the support of the 
property owners; the amended registry 
law, allowing the entry of names up to 
the Saturday before election, was intended 
to enlarge the facilities for fraudulent 
voting: the viaduct railroad scheme, in 
which the names of some of the ——- 
financiers of New-York were associate 
with those of Tweed and his chief asso- 
tiates, was a bait for the capitalists—and 
Bo the city legislation of 1871 might be 
gone through to show how absolutely es- 
sential it was to the preservation of the 

ower of thering. But of all this Mr. 

ilden remained as oblivious as are these 

wblic writings of his of any such crisis. 
When the aroused public sentiment of 
New-York found expression in the Cooper 
Union meeting of April 6, 1871, and Will- 
jam Ff. Havemeyer, George C. Barrett, 
William M. Evarts, Henry Ward Beecher, 
and Dr. Bellows appeared on the same plat- 
form to denounce the iniquitous schemes 
then pending in the Legislature Mr. Tilden 
was not there. He was not heard of in 
opposition to these schemes before the 
Governor of Tweed’s and his choice, 
and he kept his opinions to himself, if he 
had any, when the Tweed legisiation of 1871 
finaliy became part of the statute law of the 
State. Mr. Tilden pleads that he was “not 
aA newspaper whose business it is to address 
the public every day,’’ and that ‘* men not 
of the editorial vocation have to turn from 
their ordinary duties and habits when they 
appear before the public.” But this was 
written before Mr. Bigelow called him 
the leader of ‘*the storming party which 
drove Tweed and his predatory associates 
to prison or into exile,’ and before he as- 
sumed his celebrated role in campaign lit- 
erature of ** Hercules slaying the Tammany 
hydra.’’ Mr. Tilden must needs have been 
more than anewspaper to have done all 
that his eulogists claim for him. He 
need have been only a man of ordi- 
nary capacity and courage to have 
done a good deal more than he actually 
achieved when it was still «n open ques- 
tion whether the ring was stronger than 
its assailants. 

And after the final exposure came and 
the excerpts from the Controller’s books 
published in THE Times had stamped the 
members of the ring as the greatest 
thieves in modern history, where did Mr. 
Tilden stand? Not, of course, with the 
men whom he had no further reason to 
fear or conciliate. His analysis of the 
Broadway Bank deposits was masterly and 
complete; hisshare in putting Mr. Green 
in possession of the Controller's office was 
a public service which no one familiar 
with the importance of holding that 
citadel will underrate. and his subse- 
quent services as counsel in the ring 
sults, though pooh-poohed by most law- 
yers and stamped as worthless by the 
Court of Appeals, have received full rec- 
ognition in these columns. But when an- 
other State Convention of his party came 
round we find the same Tilden maun- 
dering about the evils of Federal central- 
ism in aspeech reproduced by Mr. bige- 
low, which opens thus: ‘“*Reverently I 
thank God that after the midnight dark- 
ness which has brooded over the Republic 
the uplifted cloud begins to show its sil- 
ver lining and there is revealed the dawn 
of a new and better day. The Democ- 
racy. burnishing its armor and purify- 
ing its ranks, advances to fight anew 
the battle against centralism and corrup- 
tion to which 75 years ago it was first led 
by Thomas Jefferson in the Nation and by 
George Clinton in this State.’’ There wero 
the same familiar commonplaces about 
“our wise ancestors,”’ the purity of the 
era of Democratic ascendancy in this 
State, the deplorable state of France, and 
*“‘the erimes of the worst governments in 
the worst ages,’”’ but only this about the 
monumental frauds of Tweed and his as- 
sociates: ‘**The municipal corruptions of 
New-York City are the results of 
irresponsible power acting in the se- 
ecrecy of bureausand commissions. They 
are the outgrowth of 20 years of 
Republican legislation at Albany and a 

artnership of plunder between men of 
Goth arties established during that 
period.” Could narrow, selfish, calculating 
partisanship any further go? Small won- 
der that the convention dealt very ginger- 
ly with the Tweed delegates when its pro- 
ceedings were pitched in such a key as 
that. Finally came Mr. Tilden’s master 
stroke—his speech at the Cooper Union 
reform meeting on the evening of Thurs- 
day, Nov. 2, 1871. It was a very able 
speech, at least it stands the test of reading 
very well, albeit it closes with this piece 
of pure Tildenese: ‘* When that [the puri- 
fication of New-York] is done, standing in 
the high noon of life, ready to begin its 
descent, I will take my place in the column 
that marches downward toward the set- 
ting sun, and I shall at least hope to have 
the consolation that when at last, in ad- 
vancing years, Icometo be wrapped in 
the drapery of my couch it will be done 
with the pleasant dream that the great 
country and institutions established by 
Washington and Jefferson are des- 
tined to live forever, the pride of 
all lovers of liberty the world over.” Mag- 
nanimous and philosophic Tilden! The 
State had been canvassed and crushing 
Democratic defeat was assured; the ring 
thieves had dared to challenge the verdict 
of the city, and their discomtiture was cer- 
tain. It was no leader of a “storming 
party” that analyzed the various ‘“ de- 
tenses’ of poor Oakey Hall and scattered 
them to the four winds on the eve of that 
election of whose issue no man doubted, 
but rather the shrewd, calculating law- 
yer and politician ready to admunister 
on the estate of the deceased ring 
and intent on saving from the wreck of 
the Democratic Party of New-York repu- 
tation enough to commend him as an 
available candidate for the political hon- 
prs which in the future it might have to 
bestow. Thetransition was not much of 
a transition after all, but, such as it is, it is 
one of the most curious studies in our re- 
cent history, and one which, Mr. Bigelow 
being witness, stands sorely in need of in- 
teliizgent and impartial analysis. 


PUTTING THE WIRES UNDER GROUND. 

Workmen in the employ of the Standard 
Underground Cable Company, of Pittsburg, 
were busy all day yesterday and last night tear- 
ing up tue pavement along Houston-street,from 
Mercer to Mulberry, and along the last named 
street to the front of Police Headquarters, 
forming a trench in which an experimental elec- 
trical cable will be laid connecting the head- 


quarters of the Police and Fire Departments. A 
trench about 4 feet deep was dug along the 
‘futter on the north side of Houston-street in 
which a wooden box to contain the cables will 
be laid. The cables consist of six insulated cop- 
pee wires pressed in a maileable lead pipe and 
aid side by side inthe boxes. The Jatter when 
closed up are to be covered withirovufing pitch. 
All the wires of the fire alarm telegraph run- 
ning out of the headquarters in Meroer-street 
are to be removed from the tail masts in front 
of the building and connected with the under- 
ground cables, and the police telegraph wires 
are to be similarly treated.

CAMPAIGN WORK AND TALK 


SENATOR MAHONE’S PLAN FOR 


PREVENTING FRAUD. 

VOTERS TO BE FORMED IN CLUBS AND 
SQUADS AND A TALLY LIST KEPT AT 
EVERY PRECINCT IN THE STATE. 

RicHMOND, Oct. 25.—A circular signed 

William Mahone, Chairman of the State Execu- 

tive Committee, has just fallen into the hands 

of the Democrats and is made public to-day. It 
ig a voluminous document, and has for its 
object the checking of the fraud which 

Mahone alleges is contemplated by the Demo- 

crats on the day of election. It is very 

likely that the scheme contemplated and ad- 
vised by Mahone in this circular will result in 
serious trouble on the day of election. It in- 
structs the County Chairmen to form the voters 
into clubs and these clubs into squads of nine 
each. These are to be placed under the com- 
mand of a Captain. who shall see that his 
men are all registered, and to issue to 
each a ticket and carry them to _ the 
polls and see them vote. The instructions 
then give in detail a plan intended to 
bring out tne full negro vote as well as to prove 

a check upon the Judges of Election. This pro- 

vides that two well known, active, resolute, and 

zealous white men shall be placed on duty at 
each precinct on the day of the election. One 

of these is instructed to keep in his possession a 


roll of all the Republican voters of his precinct. 
As each voter comes up his ticket is to be shown 
to this man, and when it is deposited in the 
ballot box the voter’s name is to be checked 
off the list. The number of each voter is to be 
called out publicly and to be indicated on the 
list so that at the closing of the polls the man on 
duty will be able to show how many Republic- 
ans have voted. The other white man's duty 
will be to keep a hst of all votes cast, whether 
Republican or Democratic. ‘* Here then,” says 
the circular, ‘“‘you have as complete a 
check upon the ballot box as can be se- 
cured. The first white man whose duties 
are described will be able to announce as soon as 
the pol! is closed that there are so many certified 
Republican ballots in the box, and the second 
man whose duties are described the entire num- 
ber of ballots in the box.’"’ The ctroular then 
says that if the ballots inthe box and the num- 
ber on the tally sheets of the two guardians do 
not agree thereis fraud. In that case, Mahone 
advises these men to report at onceto the Repub- 
lican candidates for the Legisiaturein their 
county or to himself. 


SENATOR WALTHALL’S PLATFORM. 
MR. LAMAR’S SUCCESSOR EXPOUNDS HIS 
VIEWS ON PUBLIC QUESTIONS. 
NEWw-ORLEANS, Oct. 25.—United States 
Senator E. C. Walthall is making a canvass of 
the State of Mississippi in the interest of the 
Democratic ticket; not that there is any oppo- 
sition to the party in power from any soifrce, 
for there is none, but because, having been ap- 
rointed by the Governor to succeed Senator 
Lamar when the latter took a seat in President 
Cleveland’s Cabinet, he will go before the Legis- 


lature when it meets and ask if they de-: 


sire to continue him in service at the na- 
tional capital. If Gen. Waithall has one 
overruling and predominant trait it is his 
open-hearted honesty and crystalline frankness. 
In a speech two hours long at Coffeeville last 
night the eloquent soldier-Senator referred to 
the circumstances under which he was appoint- 
ed to the Senate, and expressed his gratification 
that the action of the Governor seemcd to meet 
the approval of the people. He said that being 
lately called suddenly into public life it was 
proper he should make some reference to his 
Views on important public questions. There has 
been, and pefore the Senatorial election there 
can be,{no opportunity for him to be tried and 
tested in the high place he holds. If he was elect- 
ed it would be upon trust, as he was Psa 
upon trust. He desired that no one should be in 
— as to his opinions so faras he had matured 
em. 

He declared himself opposed to the suspension 
of silver coinage. He said the silver doijlar had 
been and was still a disturbing element in 
our finances, but this Le thought an inconsider- 
able evil compared with those he feared would 
follow the suspension of silver coinage, and 
they could be remedied if the business interests 
of the country so required by a change of stand- 
ard. He favored the use of gold and silver alike 
as money, and had favored the remonetization 
of silver when the question was acted on by 
Congress. He thought such a measure, by an 
increase of coin, would enlarge the volume of 
currency and also add to its soundness by 
strengthening the goid and silver basis upon 
which the paper money must rest. 

As to railroad supervision, his party in Missis- 
sippi was committed to the policy, and he wasa 
member of the committee in the State Conven- 
tion of 1880 which reported the platform con- 
taining the provision on that subject which was 
adopted unanimously, as it had been before by 
the convention of 1877 and was afterward in 
1885. His individual opinion had been and is 
that the remedy of the evils complained of was 
in a Congressional act regulating inter-State 
commerce, but the constitutional questions in- 
volved were all in the Mississippi supervision 
cases lately argued before the Supreme Court 
of the United States,anda decision was expect- 
ed before the meeting of the Legislature. 
When that court has settled where the necessary 
power is lodged, whether in Congress or in 
the State, he favored its exercise for the protec- 
tion of the people, due regard being given to 
the commerce of the country and the rights of 
the railroad companies. 

He discussed the tariff asa system of invisible 
taxation, and applied toit the reason and princi- 
pie applicable to other taxation. It wus unjustas 
well as undemocratic to accumulate a large sur- 
ewe in the Treasury by the imposition of need- 

ess burdens on the great body of the people tor 

the benefit of any favored class. He assailed the 
doctrine of protection for protection’s sake, and 
showed that it was especially hostile and hurtful 
to the interestsof agricuiture. He said that 
agriculture asked no bounties of the Govern- 
ment and no peculiar privileges. But in be- 
halfcof the chiet producers of the earth, those 
who till the soil, he protested against their use- 
fuland honorable calling being made to bear 
the load of Government bounties for the ad- 
vancement of other interests. He addressed 
himself at some length to the independents, and 
earnestly appealed to them to fallin with the 
organized Demoocracy—the Democracy which 
had saved Mississippi and was now laboring to 
restore the General Government to its ancient 
Jandmarks of purity and principle. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 
Major William J. Wood, President of the

died yesterday, aged 50 years. 

George W. Fellows, for many years a 
corresponden! of newspapers in this country 
and in Europe, died at his residence, Glenwood 
Hall, Union, N. H.,of heart disease on Thurs- 
day ‘ast. Mr. Fellows received his earlier news3- 
paper training from Horace Greeley, in whose 
ottice he was employed a number of years. He 
‘was acorrespondent of several Northern news- 
papers during the war. In later years he wasa 
writer of letters from the watering places, and 
corresponded with the Boston Prost and 7raveller 
and the Commercial Advertiser of this city. He 
leavesa widow. Thefuneral will take place at 
Union to-day. 

J. Hubert Blake died at San Antonio, 
Texas, last evening, froma combined attack of 
dengue fever and pneumonia. He had been stay- 
ing in San Antonio since Septémber, having left 
Ireland on account of threats made against his 
life. He wasa barrister of high standing in 
Dublin, and was a member of the Irish Land 
Commission. It was on account of his action 
while one of the commission that his life was 
endangered, he having incurred the wrath of 
the Irish dynamiters. He wasa first cousin of 
Thomas Burke, who was assassinated with Lord 
Frederick Cavendish in Phoenix Park by Irish 
Invincibles.

GEN. CATLIN AND GEN, WOODWARD BOTH 
TO STAY IN THE FIELD. : 

It is probable that both Gen. Catlin, the 
Republican nomines for Mayor of Brooklyn, and 
Gen. Woodward, the independent candidate, 
will remain in the field untilthe polls close. It 
is said that the action of the Republican Com- 
mittee of One Hundred on Saturday evening in 
constituting Nessrs.

JOHN M’CULLOUGH SINKING. 





TAKEN FROM BLOOMINGDALE TO HIS HOME 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


For several weeks past the friends of the 
tragedian John McCullough have been debating 
the propriety of his removal from the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum for the Insane to the home of 
his wife in Philadelphia, as his condition has 
given clear indications that he could not long 
survive. Mentally he has snown no signs of im- 
provement since his entry into the asylum, while 
his physical strength has recently begun to fail 


in a marked degree. The arrangements for his 

removal were made by his sister and his old 

rey Capt. William M. Conner, of the St. James 
otel. 

Early yesterday afternoon Mrs. McCullough 
and her adopted daughter, accompanied vy a 
Philadelphia physician, arrived at the asylum, 
where they were soon joined by Capt. Conner 
and one or two intimate friends of the actor. 
Mr. McCullough made no comment on the pro- 
posed removal, and in fact gave no indication 
of being aware of what was going on about 
him. When ureed by a. attendant he 
was assisted uncomplamMingly into the hack 
which was in waiting. The party left the asy- 
lum at a little after 4 o’clock, and was driven to 
the One Hundred and Fourthestreet station of 
the elevated railway, where cars were taken for 
the Jersey City Ferry. From Jersey City the 
a boarded the 5 o’clock train for Philadel- 
phia. 

The officials at the asylum said yesterday that 
it was not expected that it would be found 
necessary to place Mr. McCullough in an asylum 
at Philadelphia, as his condition required tender 
nursing and care rather than restraint, und this 
care it was thought by all concerned could best 
be obtained among his own family. A dispatch 
was received from Philadelphia last night stat- 
ing that the actor had arrived there safely.

ARCHDEACON FARRAR IN TRINITY 


CHURCH PULPIT. 

A VERY LARGE CONGREGATION LISTENING 
TO A DISCOURSE UPON SELF DECEP- 
TIONS AS TO THE GOD WHO IS SERVED. 

Fashionable New-York crowded into 
Wrinity Church yesterday. Archdeacon Farrar 
was in the pulpit there, and churchgoers were 
Ruxious to hear him. Many distinguished clergy- 
men came from a distance, including Bishop 
Young, of Florida, and others as eminent. 
Every seatin the great church was taken and 
allavailable space in the aisles was occupied 
jong before the regular church time. Hundreds 
of people were turned away at the doors. Among 
the well known New-Yorkers in the great 
audience were James C. Spencer, William Jay, 
Charles E. Strong, C. C. Baldwin, John Jacob 
Astor, Allan Campbell, John Caswell, Stephen 
P. Nash, C. C. Haight, James Grant Wilson, John 
Cadwalader, Nicholas F. Palmer, Richard Dela- 
field, Thomas L. Ogden, Francis M. Bacon, Elibu 
Chauncey, and Austin Stickney. 

The Archdeacon was not in good voice. A 
throat trouble has assailed him, and his doctors 
have commanded him not to carry out the plans 
be originally made, and which would entail ad- 
dresses two or three times daily during the re- 
mainder of his stay in this country. It had 
been his intention to preach three times yester- 
day, but the doctors would permit only the 
morning discourse at Trinity. There was much 
fire and earnestness in the words he uttered 
‘yesterday, however much he sought to hold his 
voice in check. Making no effort at oratory 
other than that which attaches to a simple, 
straightforward, forcibie talk, he kept the great 
pudience's close attention for an hour. “Idols” 
was the subject of his sermon, using as text I. 
Bt. John, v., 21: ‘Little children, keep your- 
pelves from idols.” 

* Do none of you in your hearts have a secret 
miche for Belial?’ he asked. “When your 
heart is absorbed in the passion of envy, hatred, 
and rage; when you desire and are determined 
if you canto wound by false words, py bitter 
attacks, by open and secret injuries; when you 
display the eternal spirit of the populace by 
giving yourself up toa passion of reckless de- 
preciation of social, political, or religious oppo- 

ents, is God the god of your worship? Of your 

ips, yes; of your life, no. And when you 
think of nothing, talk of nothing, scheme atter 
nothing, care for nothing, pray for nothing, but 

oney, money, money ali day long: hasting to 
e rich, and so not being innocent: ready to forge 
pr to steal in order to get it, yet ready to 
pdulterate goods, to scant work, to have 
false balances and unjust weights, to defraud 
others of their rights and claims. to put your 
whole trading or commerce or profession ona 
footing which, peraps conventionaily honest, 
yet, goes tothe'very verze of dishonesty, looking 
up to those who have won money as little gods, 
measuring the sole success of life by money- 
getting, marrying your sons and your daughters 
with main reference to 1t—living this life, is 

God the god of your worship? Of your lip 

yes; of yonrlife.no. Notan idolater? Alas 

my brethren, every one of us isan idolater who 
has pot God in all his thoughts. I know not that 
itis‘a much worse idolatry to deny God alto- 
gether and openiy to deify the brute impulses of 
our lower nature than it is in words to confess 

God and not to do, not to intend to do, what He 

commands:‘or abandon what he forbids. : 

“It wassaid not long agobyagreat orator 
inthe House of Commons that the working 
Classes care as little ior the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity as the upper classes care for its precepts, 
Jf the charge be true—and none, I imagine, will 
deny that there are some grounds for it—may it 
mot be that the God of the worlidling is an idol, 
e faise image, a totally wrong conception of the 
living God. Of the thousandsof men of the 
world, of the hundreds of gilded youth, of all 
those in this great city whose god is their belly, 
pwhose glory is their shame, who mind earthly 
things, not one in a hundred but would be 

bocked if charged with not believing in Goda. 

Thousands profess to believe, but live as if 

they did not. Their lives give the lie 

to their lps. If you do not worship 
the public idol of the market_ place, have 
ou no personal idolofthe cave? You fully be- 

Jieve that in general God punishes sin, that He 
does not clear the guilty in their guilt; that He 
did givethe moral luw,but do notsome of you be- 
lieve that neverthless you will get off; that there 
fis something special in your case; that God will 
make anexception for you; that your tempta- 
tions have been sostrong, your chances so small, 
your passions so_ irresistible, our circum- 
stances altogether so peculiar, that somehow 
‘you may sin and escape, age and die in sin, and 
yet, after all, escape the consequences of sin. If 
gO, my brother, that is not God you are worship- 
ing; itisan idol of the cavern. God isa God of 
laws, not of exceptions; God is a God of justice, 
not of favoritims. 

“If it be true that the massof the working 
classes care nothing torthe doctrines of Chris- 
tianity, may it not be at least in part because 
tbose agoctrines have been grievously misrepre- 
sented to them? The other day a young girlina 
London prison was asked for what purpose she 
thought Christ ascended. The auswer was that 
!He might punish people. How can we expect the 
ignorant, how can we expect any to love God if 
it is an idol of the school like this that we depict 
for them? If God isa bugbear what is life? is 
there none to tell them that God punishes them 
only because He loves, becauses He would for- 
give, because He wouid lead us away fr ruin 
that He punishes not one moment fonger than 
when the work of punishment is done? The God 
pt terrors, the God who is supposed to elect a 
very small number to bliss and to reprobate all 
the rest to perdition and anguish by eternal de- 
rrees for Hisown glory, the God who is supposed 
to be driven to avenging fury by a wrong opin- 
jon on some point of theology—this God is not 
our God. * Your God,’ said Wesley to Whitfield, 
who was setting forth some hard system of re- 
volting Calvinism, ‘is my devil.’ 

“Our God is He of whom it is said, *God is 
love.’ Perfect Jove casteth out fear: perfect 
fear must cast outiove. Idols which represent 
pur God as a God of arbitrary caprice, treat 
men as though they were mere dead clay to be 
flashed about and shattered at His will: idols 
which represent His justice as alien from ours 
pod those things as good in Him which would be 
Pvilin us, are sbattered on the rock of truth 

bat God is righteous. Idols which represent 

im as delighting in narrow formalism, self- 
gatisfied security, and bitter exclusiveness, mak- 
ing of dujl and acrid dogmatists His sole elect. 
and rejecting the brighter, bolder, larger nat- 
‘ures, as though He ioved the jagged thisties 
‘better than the rose of Sharon and the cedars 
of Lebanon; idois of the fanatic, idols of the 
Pharisees, idols of those whose loveless igno- 
rance label them as the only Christians and the 
only Gospelers are shattered by the ringing 
‘hammer stroke of the truth that God is light. 
‘Idole which represent Him as only living a life 
turned toward self, and folded within self, 
earing only for His own glory, caring nothing 
Yor the endless agonies of the creatures He has 

ade, burning with implacable wrath against

GOOD SHOOTING IN NEW-JERSEY. 

There is excellent shooting on the Jer- 
sey bays just now ana sportsmen should go 
there early before the birds become wild. Black 
@ucks, mud hens, mallards, and teal are plenty, 
and redheads, biuebills, and whistlers fwill ar- 
rive within a week. Snipe still frequent the 
flats at low water, butare hard toreach. Bar- 
negat is the most favorite resort for wild fowl], 
particularly brant. Sportsmen must remember, 


however, that the law forbids the placing of de- 
coys more than three rods from the edge of the 
marsh, the pursuing of game atter dark with a 
light, or Sunday shooting. The fowl now to be 
had are young and quite tame, and can be pad- 
dled oneasily. Good rail shooting ig still to be 
had, although many of these birds have gone 
South. Thesecond brood of quail are jfound, 
but the birds are in very poor condition and 
very smail. The open season for this game, how- 
ever, is pot until Nov. 1. 

But few deer are killed now, although the 
game is plenty and in good condition. A buck, 
the largest ever seen in South Jersey, was capt- 
ured a few days ago by Altred Mathis, of Frank- 
linville. It weighed 258 pounds and was kiliea 
pear Beaver Dam. Fishing is about over, and is 

hiefiy confined to creeks and rivers. Striped 
— weighing from half a pound to two pounds 
aud a few blues are the chief results.

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THE USEFULNESS OF BACON. 


GOV. HILL’S PARTNER SENT TO WORK UP A 
BOOM IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 


Much surprise has lately been manifest- 
ed at the fact that * Partner” Bacon, of Elmira, 
was no longer to be seen flitting about the 
Hoffman House inthe alleged interest of Gov. 
Hill. In the first flush of the canvass Mr. Bacon 
and the Democratic State Committee were insep- 
arable. He was with Judge Parker when he 
wasn’t explaining to Mr. Thompson all about 
his dealings with Public Works Commissioner 
Squire or making the Tammany men think that 
* Dave” knew who his friends were, and that 
once he was elected he would take care of the 
“boys” sure, According to Partner Bacon’s 
story, “ Charlie’ and “Dave” were almost 
synonymous in Elmira, and when any one said 
the Governor was in town everybody asked 


which one. With such a state of affairs Mr. 
Bacon‘’s absence from the scene ot Democratic 
activity is not generalky understood. He has 
actualiy not been seen in the city for a week. 
And still the canvass goes on and Poet Squire 
visits the headquarters and “ voluntary” sub- 
scriptions are received, and deals are made and 
a a given, none of which are meant to be 

ept. A conspicuous Democrat, whose position 
enabled him to glean the facts in the matter, 
explained Mr. Bacon's absence to a TIMES re- 
porter last night as follows: 

“ Bacon is a well-meaning fellow, and what 
work he did do for Hil! he did well. The mis- 
take he made, however, was that he thought 
that the same kind of talent that was needed to 
secure & Man's nomination at a Democratic State 
Convention could secure his election to office 
after he was nominated. Instead of dropping 
out after Hill had been nominated, he wanted to 
have his finger in the campaign pie. He found, 
however, that his course in reference to certain 
Matters had aroused so many and bitter animos- 
ities that his usefulness was almost gone. To 
give you one example out of many which might 
be cited: When Thompson and others of the 
County Democracy showed their hand and put 
Edward Cooper in the race for the Governorship, 
Gov. Hill found it necessary to have some agent 
in New-York to watch the progress of affairs. 
Mr. Bacon was sent here. In a glance over 
the field he saw that Commissioner Squire was 
being harassed by MayorGrace. Knowing that 
the latter wanted to get rid of the former he 
paid a visit to Mr. Squire one Saturday after- 
noon, and whatever was done at the interview, 
it is certain that Mr. Squire was converted to 
Gov. Hili’s interest. As Mayor Grace and Gov. 
Hil could, by concerted action, remove the Com- 
missioner it is easy to infer whatinfluence was 
used to drag the last named from his allegiance 
to Mr. Thompson and Mr. Cooper. This action 
of Mr. Bacon was the basis of whatever misun- 
derstanding there ever was between Thompson 
and Squire. 

“But this was not all Mr. Bacon did 1n the in- 
terest of his partner, the Governor. When the 


* County Democrats were most wrathful at him 


a friend ot Mr. Cooper, not acting in the lat- 
ter’s behalf, however, called on Mr. Bacon and 
hinted that if he continued in his course 
some very unpleasant statements would be 
published about his friend the Governor, 
and about his own career in Ohio. ‘Per- 
haps two can work at that game’ was what 
Mr. Bacon is said to have remarked in answer to 
this hint; and soon afterward there appeared in 
the Brooklyn Kagle a series of articles and letters 
denouncing Mr. Cooper in unmeasured terms. 
Immediately Mr. Thompson and other friends 
of Mr. Cuoper were -up in arms. They came to 
the conclusion that the partner was at the bot- 
tom of the mischief, and as he still frequented 
Squire’s office and public piaces up town, look- 
ing as wisely mysterious as possible, his actions 
confirmed the surmises. 

“The State Convention met, Hill was nomi- 
nated, and the feeling against Bacon grew in in- 
tensity. The partner asked fora chance to ex- 
plain his whole connection with Goy. Hill's 
preliminary canvass, and he met some of the 
prominent County Democrats at a popular re- 
sort in the neighborhood of Madison-square. 
The explanation which Mr. Bacon gave was sub- 
stantially this; That as far as Squire went, he 
was in the market and Hil! corraled him. to 
the publication of the articles refiecting on Mr. 
Cooper, Mr. Bacon said that all he knew of the 
matter was that one day a man came to see him 
at his hotel, and showed him some articles which 
he had written againet Mr. Cooper. He asked 
Mr. Bacon to father them and have them print- 
ed in some paper. Mr. Bacon said that he took 
the articles and held them under advisement. It 
was while he had them in his possession that the 
friend of Mr. Cooper came to him and told him 
to beware of unpleasant revelations. A few 
days later he handed the articles baek to the 
gentleman from whom he had received them, 
saying that he thought it would be inju- 
dicious to use them. The gentleman took them, 
and he was surprised ashort time afterward at 
seeing them in print. This explanation was 
looked upon as being very fishy by the friends 
of Mr. Cooper, and they sat down so heavily 
upon Mr. Bacon that he has, it is said, been or- 
dered to work the Adirondack districts for Hill.”

A SCRUB RACE, WITH CHANCES FAVORING 
THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES. 

The local politicians were as busy as 
bees yesterday. Contractor Andrew J. White, 
Sportsman Hugh J. Grant, and the staid and 
steady John W. Jacobus were about town as on 
other days of the week, flooking after their 
respective interests. County Democrat White 
is relying mainly upon his personal popularity, 
while his friends have organized campaign clubs 
and looked after the business men. 

While agreat splurge has been made by Mr. 
White’s friends in these various organizations, 
it isa source of comfort to Mr. Jacobus, the 
Republican candidate, that nearly all the busi- 
ness men and others who have thus far joined 
them are conspicuous Democrats, and hence 
these clubs caunot really bring any positive in- 
crease of strength to Mr. White. An admirer of 
Mr. Jacobus exhibitea to a TIMES reporter yes- 
terday a list of membership in several of these 
Andrew J. White organizations, and fully two- 
thirds were found to be members of the County 
Democracy organization, nearly all of the oth- 
ers being unafiiliated Democrats. In contrast 
with this fact reference was made to pledges to 
vote for Mr. Jacobus which had been signed by 
many hundreds of the best known Republican 
and Democratic merchants and other business 
men in the city. The war veterans, irrespective 
of party. propose to get out and work for Mr. 
Jacobus. A ineeting was held at the Gedney 
House, Broadway and Fortieth-street, Satur- 
day, at which the subject was fuily discussed. 
Gen. Barnum presided and George F. Harper 
was Secretary. It was resolved to organize each 
Assembly District in the city and stir up the 
Union veterans for their old comrade in arms, 
Major Jacobus. 

The rival candidates for County Clerk are also 
actively engaged in the canvass. Mr. Goebel, 
the Republican nominee, is working quietly, but 
effectively, on the east side of the city, where he 
is well known and popular, and James A. Flack, 
the Tammany candidate, is working the up-town 
districts, while Mr. Grant looks after the rest of 
the city. Patrick Keenan, the County Democ- 
racy candidate, is making a “still hunt” can- 
vass. He is working among the ** boys,” and his 
high-toned friends in his organization are look- 
ing after what they call * the Fifth and Madison 
avenue vote” for him. The knowing ones say 
that whatever may become of “ Andy’ White 
on election day, * Pat’? Keenan will certainly 
not * get left.” 


DENOMINATION ALISM PUT &SIDE. 

A service of fellowship was held in tha 
new Bloomingdale Reformed Church, at Broad- 
way and Sixty-eizhth-street, yesterday after- 
noon. About 500 persons were present. The

RUNNING A FORGER DOWN. 


: ovunapaypactipniieereinins 
CAUGHT BY MARSHAL BERNHARD AFTER A 
HARD CHASE. 


A year ago William Giles, alias William 
Gooch, forged paper for £3,000 on a London 
banking inetitution, and obtained the money 
with which he absconded. About a week ago 
the British Consul-General in this city sent to 
Deputy United States Marshal Bernhard a pho- 
tograph of the missing man, with the statement 
that he was living in this city at No. 79 on some 
avenue, the name of which had not been learned. 
Armed with this clue Mr. Bernhard went in 
search of the forger. He began at Avenue D, 


and determined to work his way across town to 
the-North River. At No. 79 Avenue A he found 
@ man answeriog Giles's description, but who 
ee on investigation to be some one else. 

rnhard kept on, and early last week he called 
at No. 79 Macdougal-street and learned that a 
Mr. Gooch lodged there. ‘He was absent at the 
time and his jandlady knew little about him 
except the fact that he wes employed by some 
insurance company. 

Bernhard cailed frequently at the house and 
remained in the street opposite No. 79 every 
morning until 2 o’clock, but the mysterious 
lodger never appeared and was always reported 
asabsent. Finally Bernhard, by a judicious use 
of candy and similar methods, succeeded in win- 
ning the confidence of the children living at No. 
79. By their help he frequently gained admit- 
tance to the house and made his way to the top 
fioor, at the rear of which was the suspected 
man’s room. Although he pounded on the door, 
each time there was no answer. Once the land- 
lady caught the Marshal knocking at Gooch’s 
door. Hethen asked if the lodger was in, and 
the landlady lifted up the mat in front of the 
door and, finding the key there, said that the 
lodger wae out. 

Bernhard afterward, on gaining admittance 
to the house by the help of his allies, the chil- 
dren, ‘always went at once to Gooch‘s door, 
and lifted up the mat and looked for the key, 
which he found each time until at about 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. Then, on lifting 
the mat, he found no key, and he pounded on 
the door. The occupant of the room, who pre- 
tended to think that the landlord was at his 
door, grumbled at being disturbed, saying that 
be bad not come in until 4 o’clock. He finally 
opened the door, and Mr. Bernhard saw 
before him the original of the photograph which 
he had received from the Consulate. He 
at once arrested Giles. The latter 
at first professed not to know what he was ar- 
rested for, but finally admitted the forgery. He 
said that he was employed by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, of this city. He had 
heard of Mr. Bernhard’s vieits, but the landlady 
had mistaken the Marshal for the doctor of the 
insurance company. Mr. Bernhard locked up 
his prisoner in the Ludlow-Street Jail. He will 
be arraigned to-day. Mr. Bernhard has sent 
back several extradited prisoners during the past 
fortnight. 





A DYING INSPIRATION. 


THE REV. R. HEBER NEWTON ON THE WEAK- 
NESS OF EVANGELICA LISM. 

In discussing yesterday the weakness of 
evangelicalism the Kev. R. Heber Newton said 
that if evangelicalism had been without serious 
limitations and defects it would not have lost its 
hold. it had been blind and intolerant, and was 
not fitted for human progress. It no longer sat- 
isfied the intellect. Our eyes could not adjust 
themselves to the old glasses. With the spread 
of knowledge and thought in everything else 
why should it seem irreverent to admit that a 
similar change had taken place in theology; that 
it needed a new edition to bring it up to date— 


a revision so thorough and sweeping as to render 
it well-nigh necessary to melt the stereotype 
plates and set up the work afresh ? 

The: weakness of evangelicalism, Mr. Newton 
thought, was the offspring of exaggeration. It 
exaggerated the function of religion in human 
lite and the sense of sin. It confused the con- 
science, and led men into a vague sense of sin- 
fulness in general. It turned the thoughts jof 
religion away from society, and in seeking to 
save themselves the saints forgot to save civiliza- 
tion. It exaggerated the spiritual sense-of fel- 
lowship with God until it was said of a certain 
good man that he talked as if he was **the junior 
partner of the Almighty.” Speaking of the 
corruption of the Gospel through evangelical 
exaggeration and of so-called Gospel sermons, 
Mr. Newton said: * The term has now becomea 
mere cant word; Iwish none of our society 
would juse it. Let but a pert, self-suf- 
ficient animai that hath ‘Sheither sense nor 
grace bawl out something about Christ 
or jhis blood, or justification by faith, 
and his hearers cry out, ‘What a fine Gospel 
sermon!’ You may make any note in yonder 
organ strike false by simply lowering the supply 
of air. Cant is simply a dead inspiration. When 
it is dead it is time to bury it decently and make 
room for a new thought fresh from God. Evan- 
gelicalism as a system,aschool, a party if you 
will, is doubtless thus ijyine. its truths have 

assed Out into the life of the church, which it 

as truly made more evangelic. We carry 
with us the living truths of this noble move- 
ment; we leave behind us only the dead forms of 
their early incarnation, and they will find no 
nobler expression of their free faith than that 

iven by the father of evangelicalism: ‘We 
eave every man to enjoy his own opinion and to 
use his own mode ot worship, desiring only that 
the love of God and his neighbor be the ruling 
rinciple in his heart, and show itself in his life 
fy a uniform practice of justice, mercy, and 
truth. And accordingly we give the right hand 
of fellowship to every lover of God and man, 
whatever his opinion or mode of worship may 
be, of which he is to give an account to God 
only.’’ 





OLD-FASHIONED METHODIS™M. 

The congregation of the old John-Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church yesterday celebrat- 
ed its one hundred and nineteenth anniversary 
by religious exercises. Inthe lecture room in 
the basement there were ou exhibition a num- 
ber of relics of the original building. Here were 
the hand rail that had been made by Philip Em- 
bury, and the old clock that had told the pass- 
ing hours to Asbury, Cote, and Whatcoat. In 
thé morning Bishop Harris presided, and the 
exercises consisted of singing, prayer, respon- 
sive reading, and asermon by the Right Rev. 
C. H. Fowler, Bishop of San Francisco. Inthe 
afternoon there was another service, at 
which the Rev. Dr. W. H. De Puy presid- 
ed. The congregation sang two hymns, 
and then the kev. B. M. Adams, Presiding 
Elder of the New-York District, delivered 
an address in which he contrasted the old-fash- 
ioned Methodist sermons that were made up 
mainly of Scriptural quotations and hymns 
with the more modern sermons delivered vy 
some ministers, who introduced a good deal of 
theology and metaphysics. He referred to a re- 
cent sermon by Bishop Harris, delivered after 
the old style,and remarked that it made the 
preaching in the modern style seem thin and 
poor. Heshould like to seea return to the old 
method of preaching and to witness a thorough 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. The Rev. Dr. 
Stone, of Canada, was next introduced, and 
gave avery favorable report of the condition 
of the Methodist Church in the Dominion. In 
Toronto there were some 20 Methodist churches, 
that were large and well fiiled. The speaker 
hoped that Methodism would become so strong 
in both countries that its members would be 
able to put some check to politicians, and com- 
pel them to make reforms in the Government. 

Tne Rev. George P. Mains, the agent of the 
Methodist Episcopal Hospital, was the next 
speaker. He gloried in the fact that the Meth- 
odist Church was the one for the poor people, 
although it counted among its members people 
of wealth and high standing. ‘The zeal, faith, 
and aggressive spirit of its preachers was its 
warrant_of success. Addresses were also made 
by the Rev. Dr. Howard Henderson, of Jersey 
City, and by others. In the evening there wasa 
prayer meeting for the young people. 





WORK OF THE MONTEFIORE HOME. 

The first annual meeting of the patrons 
and members of the Montefiore Home for 
Chronic Invalids was held yesterday at the house 
of the institution, Avenue A and East Highty- 
fourtn-street. The President of the Board of 
Directors, Mr. Henry 8S. Allen, madea state- 


ment of the year’s doings. There are but two 
institutions similar tothe Home in this city, 
and they receive pay patients, while the Eighty- 
fourth-street asylum, on the contrary, is sup- 
— entirely by the charitably inclined, and 
tsinmates are not required to give a penny 
toward their care und treatment. The Home 
was opened on Oct. 2, 1884, with seven pa- 
tients, and, during several months past, it 
has cared for 26 people, the full capacity 
of the institution. The applications for admis- 
sion during the year numbered 121 and 24 people 
besides those who have been admitted were re- 
ported as fit subjects for reception. Their ap- 
plications, however, had been rejected because 
ot insufficient accommodations. The President 
called upon patrons and members to use their 
best efforts to raise alarger revenue in order 
that more commodious quarters might be pro- 
cured. He suggested that the corporation 
should erect a building of its own in the upper 
part of the city so soon as the necessary funds 
could be secured.

A CENTURY OF CHURCH WORK. 

Anniversary services were begun yester- 
day at the Fourth Presbyterian Church in 
Thirty-fourth-street, which are to continue 
through the week. In the morning the Rev. 
Dr. John Thomson, Pastor of the church 
from 1849 to 1875, preached, and in the afternoon 
a historical address was delivered by the present 
Pastor, the Rev. Dr. Joseph R. Kerr. The churcn 
was organized in 178, and for a time held its 
meetings in a small chapel on Nassau-street.

1822 the Rev. Andrew Stark was called tothe 
puipit, serving for 27 years, and being followed 
by the Rev. Dr. John Thomson, who resigned in 
1875 and was succeeded by Dr. Kerr.
